Prelate Faces 10 Years 


[Chieago Tribune Press Service.) 

WARSAW, Poland, Jan. 23.—Mass 
meetings have been called throughout 
Poland to protest against the condem- 
nation of the Polish Catholic prelate, 
Bishop Theophile Skalsky, whom the 
Russian courts have sentenced to ten 
years in prison. He was charged with 
espionage and helping suspected Poles 
to flee from Russian authorities. 

Polish: papers assert the priest was 
sentenced to Solovetski island, where 
no man has been able to survive two 
years. They add that of the 200 Pol- 
ish Catholic priests living in Russia, 


seventy are in jail. 


Accused of Espionage. 
Bishop Skalsky was accused of es- 


‘work, directed from his church at Kiev; 
which, it was alleged, was used as, 
headquarters for anti-bolshevfk propa- 
ganda. In 1920, when the Reds drove 
Gen. Simon Petlura, the Ukrainian 
separatist leader, out of the Ukraine, 
Bishop Skaisky hid for weeks in the 
cellar of his church, fearing execution. 
He emerged when the soviets restored 
order, and afterward was promoted to 
a bishop. 

The bishop was accused of harboring 
Polish spies seeking military informa- 
tion in the Ukraine, and of supplying 
information on political and Red mili- 
tary movements in the Ukraine to the 
Warsaw government. 

Charge He Taught Against Reds. 

During the trial testimony was intro- 
duced to show that he was the leader 
of a secret pro-Polish organization, the 
White Eagles, with headquarters at 
Jitomir, near Kiev. The testimony 
charged that he influenced school 
teachers in the Ukraine to teach anti-

EUROPE’S GLASS HOUSE. 
Ever since the Nicaraguan and Mexican contro- 
versies and the Pan-American congress focused 
world-wide attention on the relations between the 
United States and Latin America, Europe has been 
producing criticiams of American policy. We are 
charged with being tmperialistic. We are termed 
hypocrites. We are denied any altruistic motive. 
We desire only to exploit our southern neighbors. 
In taking notice of these attacks, we have a right 
to inquire on what basis of disinterest they are 
founded. European influence in Latin America is 
slipping. That we can assume as an important 
basis. We can challenge the right of European 
countries enjoying actual territorial possessions in 
every continent of the globe to question our 
methods, and we retain the right to look into their 
records in relation to the very countries with which 
they aceuse us of double dealing. 
We can reply to our critics that the history of 
Europe in the Americas has been a history of, 
misrule, bloodshed, rapine, and enslavement. -No 
step that the United States has ever taken to keep 
order in the western hemisphere can be compared 
with conditions that existed under rule of a Euro 
pean power almost up to the very threshold of the 
twentieth century. | 

The records of Europe's American colonies fur- 
nish some of the most tragic pages in history. 
The nation which sent Pizarro to Peru and Cortes 
into Mexico, there to murder and enslave the 
native populace while taking literally billions in 
silver and gold out of the country, the nation which 


helped: Cuba to independence, the nation whose rule 
of oppression tn America was not thrown off until 
revolution drove it out, is not the nation which can 
criticize the policies of the United States without 
risking a charge of presumption. 

Nor can the nation which seized. on the occupa- 
tion of thé United States tn a civil war to set up 
and maintain a foreign monarch in Mexico by force 
of 35,000 of its troops. 

Nor can those nations whose attempted exploita- 
tion and threatened partition of Venezuela were 
only prevented by the intervention of the United 
before it by European nations tn the western world, 


from. Alaska and Hudson bay to the present 
southern borders of Colombia and Venezuela. We 
need no admonitions from Europe concerning self- 
restraint and fair international dealing. — 


WAUKEGAN HARBOR. 
The rivers and harbors committee of the house 
has given its approval to a proposed strvey by 
army engineers of the Waukegan harbor. The, 
engineers are to report upon plans for the im- 
provernent of the harbor, which, it ts said, ts filling 
up for lack of a jetty between the north pier and 
the breakwater. . Representations were made that 
a number of ships can no longer call at Waukegan. 
Chicago congressmen may be expected to give 
aétive support to the proposal and to approve ap- 
propriations for the improvement of the harbor 
when they are requested by the engineers.

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WHAT HIGH SCHOOL YOUTH 


BY NORMAN E. RICHARDSON, PH.D. 


(Professer of Religious Education, Northwestern Univer- 
sity, and Director of Religious Education of the Chicago 
Church Federation.) 


The following statement is taken from several 
thousand which have come to the writer from high 
School boys and girls in seven states: “The worst 
thing that has ever Happened in my life was in my 
sophomore year. I had always been a-g00d boy, 
reared in a Christian home. But when I went 
away to schoot I forgot my Christian home and 
soon became rough—would not go to church or 
Sunday school. I went on this way until school 
was almost out. And one night I left the campus 
without permission and was with a bad bunch, and 
we got some whisky and began to drink. (This 
was my first time.) We all got drunk and then 
got some rough girls, and there is where the 
blackest place in my life happened.” 

The practical, moral problems that young people 
meet today often have a violence which is under- 
stood by relatively few adults. The following are 
summarized statements taken from detailed de- 
scriptions of problems of experiences submitted by 
high school girls: 

Shall I, in order to protect my own reputation, 
drop a friendship with a girl whose conduct and 
reputation are questionable, but who needs my 
help? 

Shall I force myself to be pleasant to school 
mates whom I really do not like? . 

Shall I begin a friendship with a gtri who is not 
liked by the other girls of my gang, but who is 
popular with the boys? 

Shall I help my best girl friend in an examina- 
tion when, if I refuse, it will probably end our 
friendship?

Massen thinks.

Move One of Coéperation. 

Ald. Grossman pointed out that his 
ordinance was presented in a spirit of 
cotjperation, not criticism of the ad- 
ministration. 

“I have backed up Mayor Thompson 
on all constructive measures and I 
have the highest regard for Chief Boil- 
et Inspector George BE. Nye,” he said. 
“My plan is to weaken the boiler in- 
spection department in no way.” 

The approximate cost of carrying out 
the proposed ordinance would be $200,- 
000 a year. This sum, it is believed, 
could be set up in the supplemental 
budget to be passed in February and 
the new organization created imme- 
diately thereafter. 

Proposed Personnel. 

Each of the three smoke commis- 
gioners, it is stipulated, must be qual- 
ified technical engineers—preferably 
recommended by the local engineering 
pocieties. Under them would be a 
chief smoke inspector and first and 


pecond deputy inspectors, sixty com- 


bustion engineers, each receiving 
$2,600 a year, and fifty volunteer 
gemoke observers, one in each ward. 
At present the control force consists 
of ten engineers and one deputy, 
Frank A. Chambers, in charge, all 
under Chief Boiler Inspector Nye. 
Prior to July 1, 1927, Dr. Herman

his supervision it was strenuously 
pushed.

There was 
some selling early on a decline of 4%@%d 
in Liverpool, which ignored the upturn 
in America on Friday, the prospects for 
large world shipments and an increase 
on ocean passage being the depressing 
influences abroad. Bulk of the trade was 
of a local character. 

A slight improvement was reported in 
the export demand with sales of 400,000 
bu. in all positions, largely Manitobas. 
Winnipeg acted heavy and closed %@'*c 
lower while Buenos Aires was %c higher 
and Rosario unchanged. 

Exporters After Corn. 


Export demand for corn was brisk, and 
the basis at the gulf was up %c with 7c 
over Chicago May, the highest premium 
of the season, reported paid, and mes- 
sages from the seaboard said that prob- 
ably 1,000,000 bu. could be placed at 6%c 
over, if the grain were offered. Kansas 
City reported bids to the country ad- 
vanced equal to 2c per bu., but offerings 
were small. Export sales in all positions 
for the day were finally placed around 
200,000 bu., although seaboard handlers 
as a rule refused to talk. 

Futures failed to fully refleet the active 
export demand, and eased after being 
firm early only to rally again toward 
the last. Trade in the aggregate was 
small. Weather conditions over the belt 
were favorable for the movement and 
around 1,000 cars are expected here 
Monday. Low grades predominate in 
the offerings, and the basis in the sample 
market was 1@4c lower, with No. 6 
grades selling around 18c under May at 
the close. Sales of 200,000 bu were made 
to go to store. The trade looks for a 
fair increase to be shown in the visible 
supply on Monday. 

Buying by cash houses gave the oats 
market a firm undertone, and at no time 
were values below the finish of the pre- 
vious day. Scattered longs were the 
best sellers. March rye acted heavy due 
to profit taking.

EZ. T. STRONG. perimenting and 
in such aggressive self-improvement. 

It is considerably easier to sell a 
bar of soap than to sell an automo- 
bile. In fact, with the exception of a 
home, the automobile is the largest 
singlé item in the average family’s 
purchases, and this fact is reflected 
in the care with which cars are 
chosen. 

The size of the automobile invest- 
ment has spurred competition among 
the makers of motor cars, and thus 
has been an important factor in the 
constant improvement witnessed by 


This same difference between unit 
values has also necessitated safe- 
juards against dissatisfaction with 
‘the product, another important goal 
of automotive experimentation. The 
sale of an unsatisfactory bar of soap 
is trifling, in its power to harm the 
maker, compared to an unsatisfactory 
gale of so large a unit as a motor car. 
The correspondingly deeper ill will- re- 
sulting from the latter sale may make 
itself felt very seriously, and so manu- 
'facturers have willingly undertaken 
expenditures to insure satisfac-' 
tion. 

Motor cars of today are literally built 
upon failures—not failures of the prod- 
‘uct itself, but failures of experimental 
material and designs, of which the pub- 
lic has known little or nothing—fail- 
‘ures in the laboratory. 

Only the experimental men of our 
‘automobile manufacturing concerns 
‘can appreciate how aptly the phrase 
“construction by destroying” fits the 
Jong, tedious process which has given 
hus our motor cars. Automobile mak- 
lers have had to maintain a constant 
and costly search for the new and bet- 
iter thing, at the same time producing 
jand marketing the best of which they 
‘were capable at the moment, All this 
has gone on'behind the scenes. 

The motor car is the largest piece 
of machinery customarily intrusted to 
untrained hands. The great majority 
of owners, while steadily learning more 
about the use of cars, are really unh- 
trained in their operation or proper 
maintenance, and this fact hems in 
the manufacturer with problems rarely 
encountered by workers in other lines. 
The safety factor has to be considered 
very seriously—those details of design, 
material, and workmanship which will 
best promote the welfare of the driver 
and the public. 

The manufacturer’s problem would 
be simpler if, like the locomotive 
builder, he were turning out a product 
for use by experts only. As it is, he 
must take every precaution to in- 
sure satisfactory performance, as well 
as the safety already mentioned, in the 
hands of persons most of whom are en- 
tirely unskilled in the care and use of 
ears. Cars, unlike locomotives, must 
perform on all roads, without expert 


attention betwéen runs. They must 


be built to withstand abuse as well as 
ligitimate use—to deliver much more 
than the reasonable and normal serv- 
ice required of other commodities. 


Improvement Each Year. 


Bach ensuing year has seen marked 
improvement in motor cars. Twenty 
and even ten years ago these improve- 
ments had to do largely with me- 
ehanical features. The fundamental 
design of the internal combustion en- 
gine, and of the motor car itself, 
were evolving rapidly. Transmissions 
‘were undergoing basic changes, and 
iso were steering gear, springs, and 
‘many other units, not only in design 
‘but in materials as well. 

In that day many of these changes 
were little short of revolutionary. It 
‘required years of practical demonstra- 
tion upon the road to vindicate them 
and bring about the condition which 
exists today. 

Fundamentals of design and ma- 
teria] are now rather similar among 
all ears. The internal combustion 
. gasoline engine, developed to varying 
degrees by different makers, has dis- 


vlaced other types of power plant as ' 


the driving force. A chassis consist- 

ing of frame, power plant, wheels 
-and springs is the standard body 
mounting, its adaptation to its func- 
tion varying greatly among different 
‘makers, but its general form so well 
defined that the word “ chassis” has 
a definite meaning. 

All Operate Alike. 

@uch features as rear drive, electric 
starting, lighting and ignition, and 
four wheel brakes are almost univer- 
sal, differing, armmong themselves, only 
in the degree to which they are re- 
fined. Some makers have devoted spe- 
celal attention to the operating ease 
of their product, yet the fact remains 
that the man who can operate one 
ear can, comfortably or otherwise, 
operate them all. 

If a hundred persons were to arrive 
at the same solution of a mathemati- 
: cal problem, the probability is that

Morrow Appointment Significant. 
The most significant move, and in- 
cidentally a sagacious one, was the ap- 
pointment of Dwight Morrow, one of 
the Morgan partners, to the United 
States ambassadorship at Mexico. 
More than any military assistanée, 
Mexico will welcome, in fact has al- 
ready welcomed, the compliment paid 
her by us in sending to Mexico a 
man of Mr. Morrow's known ability 
and power. It means, to the sensitive 
Mexican official mind, that we attach 
great importance to our future rela- 
tionship with Mexico, and that a new 
day has dawned in which the Unitea 
States will go to any length to deserve 
and win the complete confidence and 
friendship of the Mexican people. 
Incidentally, the value to the auto- 
mobile industry cannot be calculated. 
[It means that this great, potential 
market for our cars is finally going to 
be opened with real enthusiasm and 
in dead earnest. No later than next 
year, I prophesy that every large 
motor car manufacturer of importance 
wil have his own Mexican storage fa- 
cilities and distribution organization. 


European Trade to Grow. 


Concurrent with this great trade de- 
velopment to the gouth, our European 
export business is bound to increase 
with each succeeding year, due pri- 
marily to the fact that, even with 
high tariffs added, American built cars 
laid down in France, England, Ger- 
many and elsewhere, are head and 
shoulders above any values that Euro- 
pean factions can possibly offer. Tariff 
or no tariff, European manufacturers 
cannot possibly produce and sell in 
competition with American straight 
line volume production. oF 

Viewed from whatever angie one 
chooses, it becomes more and more ap- 
parent, therefore, that the saturation

dustry is still as far away as the 
mythical end of the rainbow. Grow- 
ing markets will more than take care 
of our growingly ambitious programs. 
We know more about building bet 
cars for less money than anyone e 
in the world, and so long as we con- 
tinue to do this, the world will absorb 
all the automobiles we can build. 

At any rate, this is the way we 
analyze the situation and we are bas- 
ing our plans accordingly. Our 
schedule calls for 250 cars a day dur- 
ing 1928, and a total year’s production 
of 45,000.

RULES ON CARE 
OF AUTO BODIES 


Neglected by 99 Out of 
100 Drivers. 


Although the average automobile 
owner is quick to see that any fault 
in the power plant or chassis of his 
car is speedily taken care of, not one 
motorist in a hundred gives his auto- 
mobile body the attention it deserves. 
This is the general opinion of service 


managers throughout the country. 

Therefore, in the belief that any 
automobile owner who takes pride in 
the appearance and comfort and dura- 
bility of his car will welcome advice to 
that end, the Fisher Body corporation 
has formulated a set of twelve simple 
rules regarding the care of the motor 
car body. 

Opinions of Experts. 

Coming as they do from the opinions 
of expert engineers, these suggestions 
should carry added significance, They 
follow: 

1. When you have the chassis in- 
spected, order thorough inspection of 
the body also, for locating and remov- 
ing squeaks, which inevitably develop 
with loosened bolts and for 
any other necessary servicing. 

2. Have closed bodies adjusted after 
the first 1,000 or 1,600 miles. 

3. See that the tle<diown bolts, which 
fasten the body to the Chassis, are al- 
ways tight, Loose tie-down bolts lead 
to distortion of door openings and 
cause squeaks. 

4. Squeaks which come from a 
glazed hood can be readily corrected 
by inserting a small piece of rubber 
or cloth, one-sixteenth ineh thick, un- 
der the lacing and by slightly lubri- 
cating centact points. 

Glazed Contact Points. 

5. Contact points on rubber door 
bumpers facing. door pillars, the door 
supporting dovetail and the striker 
plates, when they become. glazed,

Invents Valve Gadget 


to Regulate Tire Air 


A valve to fit the free air hose and 
inflate tires to a predetermined pres- 
sure, eliminating guesswork and re- 
moval of the hose to test the air, has 
been invented. The valve consists of 
two cylinders, with a by-pass between 
them. The upper cylinder has a slid- 
ing sleeve and is marked in pounds. 
To use the sleeve is moved to the point 
where the figure for the desired pres- 
sure appears, and locked in place with 
a quarter turn. The device is then ap- 
plied to the tire valve in the usual 
way, and passes air into the tube -un- 
til the desired pressure is reached. At 
that point, any excess air is by-passed 
through the upper cylinder, escaping’ 
at the rear with a whistling noise to 
warn the user, and no more than the 
predetermined pressure can be put into 
the tire.

The total number of automobiles 
sold in 1927 was thus smaller than in 
eilther 1925 or 1926 but the drop was 
almost exclusively confined to the low- 
est priced group. Moreover, in the 
lowest priced group the decline was lo- 
calized. The National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce reports that 
the production of all companies ex- 
cept Ford in the first nine months of 
1927 totaled 2,607,498 cars, or 11.3 per 
cent more than in the first nine 
months of 1926. Since, as we noted 
above for all cars, the Ford included, 
there was a decline of 16 per cent for

Again, the drop in Ford sales has 
not apparently been due to any in- 
herent difficulties in the marketing 
of cars in the lowest priced group. 
There were 623,542 Chevrolets sold 
during the first nine months of 1927, 
a gain of 40 per cent over the number 
sold in the same pefiod in 1926. An- 
other large competitor of the Ford, the 
Eesex, sold in the same period 139,921 
cars, or 30 per cent more than @ year 
ago. 

Finally it is to be noted that a con- 
siderable part of the Ford decline is 
due to deferred buying. The Ford 
company reported that more than 200,- 
000 actually bought the new Fords and 
paid deposits on them without know- 
ing when delivery was to be made 
and what the car would look like. Fol- 
lowing the showing of the car, backed 
by a magnificent advertising cam- 
paign, orders for many thousands 
were placed, building up @ tremendous 
back log. 

It is of course recognized that after 
the back orders for the new Ford have 
been filled, competition in the low price 
field is going to be intense, but there 
is no doubt that more low priced cars, 
taken altogether, will be sold than ever 
before.

FOR THEIR ACCIDENTS 


New York, Jan. 28.—Motor trucks 
though frequently involved in street 
accidents, actually caused only 56 per 
cent of those in which they figured, ac- 
cording to the report of accidents in 
Hartford, Conn., issued by the Nation- 
al chamber of commerce. 

It was found that of 409 accidents 
involving trucks during the first half 
of 1927, no fewer than 181 were the 
fault of pedestrians or of the drivers 
of other types of vehicles.

Since 1924, there has been a growing

In 1926, there 
was a further development in this 
field as is shown by the fact that, 
during this year, three out of every 
four manufacturers of eight cylinder 
cars were building them. In 1927 
more than four out of every five 
were building in line.» And it is safe|. 
to say that comparisons at the end 
of 1928 will even more strongly re- 
flect its growing popularity. 

It is interesting to note that as the 
type has increased in popularity there 
has been a marked drop in the pro- 
duction of four and six cylinder cars: 
There is,/I believe, a very good reason 
for this—and this reason is revealed 
by something that happened when the 
six cylinder car first made its ap- 
pearance. 

Four Once Master. 

Old timers will remember how the 
four cylinder car once held the whip 
hand, only to be superseded by the 
six shortly after the intrdéfuction of 
the latter. The six. quickly displaced 
the four because it offered a smooth- 
ness and a brilliance in performance 
impossible to get from a four cylinder 
car. The growth of the eight-in-line 
has been due largely to the fact that 
it offers a smoothness and a brilliance | 


In the past, however, sales have 
been held back because of the high 
prices at which they have heretofore 
been sold.

The Choice of a Career 


By H. L. Mencken. 


: N estimable customer writes to me from a town of the 
middle west, saying that he is a medical man in nrod- 
est but comfortable practice, with four sons, and 

_ asking me, as an elderly and notoriously judicious 
fellow, what I think he ought to do with them. My answer, 
already in his hands, is that I think he ought to train them 
all for business. And my reasons are the same that would 
have Prompted me to advise a Prussian Junker, in the old 
days, to put his sons into the army, or a Miinchener, in this 
our own day, to make brewers of them. For business is the 
national art of the American people, and not only the na- 
tional art but also the national] delight and passion. No 
man among us gets more of the benefits which flow out of 
being an American than the successful business man. No 

No 


man is more safe, satisfied, and comfortable. 


There are bilious souls who protest against all this, and 
argue that it is somehow discreditable to the nation. For 
my present purpose I am not interested in that contention, 
which may be either sound or false. What-I point to is 
simply a plain fact. In every American community, whether 
it be large and complex or small and primitive, at least 
eight of the ten principal citizens are business men, and in 
many communities, and indeed in whole states, the ratio 
runs ten to ten. There is no eminence in any of the pro- 
fessions comparable to the eminence of such vastly successful! 
business men as Henry Ford, John D. Rockefeller, and the 
late Judge Elbert H. Gary. Judge Gary did not honor busi- 
ness, in the American view, by entering it from the bench; 
he honored the bench by making it an avenue into business. 


I do not forget here, of course, such transient heroes as 
Lindbergh, Babe Ruth, Jack Dempsey and the movie stars. 
But their fame, it must be manifest, is almost as evanescent 
as that of poor Judd Gray. One day they are applauded 
furiously, and the next day they are completely forgotten. 
But once an American becomes an Andy Mellon or a Charlie 
Schwab he is secure in his celebrity as long as he lasts, and 
even after he is dead he is remembered. For a successful 
business man, in such a country as this one, gets beyond 
being a mere man: he becomes a public institution, and even 
a public monument. For a century after his death old John 
D. will be venerated. But who will remember the leader of 


This respect for wealth ana the power that goes with it 
is common, of course, throughout the world, but I know of 
no other country in which it runs to such lengths as in the 
United States. In other lands there is also a great deal of 
public respect for other kinds of achievement, and it often 
exceeds that which goes to the mere amassing of money. 
But here we have no heroes, not even of the military or 
political varieties, who stand above the Fords and Rocke- 
fellers, There was a time when we had them, but it is no 
more. In other fields the most august man, compared to a 
Judge Gary or a J. Pierpont Morgan, is as a wart to Ossa. 

There are proofs of it almost every day. Not long ago 
& very great biologist died among us—perhaps the greatest 
who had ever breathed American air. His achievements were 
revolutionary in character, and he was the recipient of many 
honors, But practically all of these honors came from abroad. 
At home he ‘was scarcely a name. When he was discussed 


at all, it wag only idiotically and in the chromatic Sunday 


suppletnents of yellow journals. The United States, as a 
nation, took no notice of him. Nine-tenths of the American 
people had néver heard of him. When he died the fact went 
unnoted officially. The President of the United States had 
ne Teg’ I allude to Jacques Loeb—and perhaps I had 
better explain that he was attached to the Rockefeller in 
stitute, and was not the Loeb of Leopold and Loeb. 

The passing of Judge Gary was no such pianissimo 
affair. News of it was flashed around the country with the 
thrilling speed of tips from Tia Juana. All the newspapers 
of the nation broke out into long memoirs of him, and 
flattering eulogies. The editorial writers performed upon his 
clay in high, astounding terms. Arthur Brisbane, the chief 
of their clan, compared him to Aristotle. A thousand clergy- 
men preached upon his careef. Legislatures passed enco- 


amiastic resolutions. And the President of the United States 


was moved to assure the relict of the late lamented, by 
telegraph and at great length, of his complete and incon- 
solabie grief. 

But what had Judge Gary done? He had simply amassed 
money for himself and for others. There was no sign through- 
out’ his Jong life that he had any other talent. He never said 
anything “hew’ or startling, even about the steel business. 
All the larger problems that beset it in his time were solved 
by other men, and mainly in the face of his protests. He 
was, judging him by any fair standard, as hollow as a jug. 
But he was an immensely successfu)] business man, and so 
his death became an officia] calamity, and the President, 
speaking for the nation, mourned copiously. | 


+ 


As I say, I do not attempt to determine whether all this 
to be lamented or viewed with joy. All that concerns me 
e plain fact. It is a fact with many facets. The atti- 
ude’ of the nation toward Gary is the attitude of every 
American community toward its rich traders and manipula- 
tors. They are its recognized leading men, and they get 
whatever they want. Desiring a high tariff, they get a 
high tariff. Convinced [erroneously, it now appears) that 
prohibition would profit them, they got prohibition. Eager 
for the United States to enter thg late war, they readily 
put it in. | 

Obviously, such powers are worth having. They give 
a man a sense of security. They make him think well of 
himself, and with sound reason. And the satisfactions that 
they give rise to are durable, for money commonly lasts 
longer than men. A great poet or bacteriologist or composer 
or general seldom leaves his son anything save an incon- 
venient if honorable name, but’ an eminent man of business 
can transmit much of his power and even a good deal of 
his honor. John D. Rockefeller Jr., without his father, would 
probably be an obscure bookkeeper or garage keeper, but with 
his father he is a magnifico, and when he dies the then Presi- 
dent will lament it officially, and there will be a lot of writing 
about him by men who sincerely admire him and envy him 
today. 
I thus advise, not only my middle western customer, but 
also all other American fathers of laudable ambition to 
breed their sons to business. It is, I daresay, as amusing 2 
trade as any other, and its rewards make those of all others 
look silly. Here I do not set up any valuation of my own; 
I accept the current American valuation. After all, we are 
living in the United States, and cannot escape its fundamenta/ 
ideas. One of those fundamenta! ideas is to the effect that 
a Judge Gary is a better man than a Jacques Loeb. It may 
be true or it may be false: the only important thing is that 
nine Americans out of ten believe it, and that their belief 
is turned into very valuable realities by the Judge Garys. I 
assume that every normal father wants to see his son safe, 
honored and happy. Well, the best way to make sure of it 
is to put him into business. He may long sentimentally, in 
the after years, for the life of an artist, but he will never 


long for it as steadily and as painfully as the average Amerj- 


can artist longs for money. 

For the national prejudices affect even those who profess 
to reject them. I know many artists of various sorts, and 
not a few of them affect a vast scorn of money, and of those 
who have it. They allege that they have renounced it will- 
ingly and gladly. But the more willingly and gladly they 
allege that they have renounced it, the more violently, I 
note, they appear to yearn for it. They, too, are Americans. 
They can mo more escape it than a dog can escape having 


fleas. 
With the present lines this sertes of articles is suspended. 
I hope to resume it at some time in the future, but of euch 
thin gs no man can be certain tn @ world of change. I am 
going on furlough to write a book. How long tt will take I 
don’t know. But I shall be grateful to any persons whe may 
be moved ta assist the businces with their prayers.

York Casino management hired her to 
interpolate the dance into a vaudeville 
or song-farce of Audran’s named 
“Uncle Celestin.” I happened to be 
in the theater the night she made her 
first appearance in the dance. It was 
a novelty, and it was lovely: I can 
still see her as she waved the white 


| tulle with rhythmic perfection to the 


strains of Gillet’s “ Recollections of 
the Ball.” She was “ underdressed ”’ 
in purple tights; and‘ when, as she 
responded to a call for more, the rays 
of the calcium penetrated the folds of 
tulle, the exhibition provoked the 
audience into as mean and as ungal- 
lant an exhibition of dirty rowdiness 
as I have ever witnessed. She after- 
ward told me the effect had not been 
calculated. This was in Philadelphia 
-~a city renowned at that time for, 
among other things, the toughness 
and ill-manners of its gallery play- 
goers. 

However, when the excitement that 
followed a report of the incident in 
the newspapers had died down, Loie 
Fuller was a celebrity.. Managers 
took to fighting for her services. 
Charles H. Hoyt, if I’m not in error, 
put her into the New-York run of “A 
Trip to Chinatown ’’—a piece whose 
vogue was as mystifying to me in the 
Nineties as that of “ Abie’s Irish 
Rose’ has been in the last six years.

When last I saw her, it 
was in her Paris home, as hostess at 
a session of her queer salon, and quite 
of the belief, when I talked to her, 
that she was still the Loie Fuller of 
the nights when I worshiped her as 
Little Jack Sheppard, as Bettina in 
“La Mascotte,” and in “ Big Pony,” 
an early example of American operetta 
wherein Goodwin appeared as edu- 
cated redskin.

That was 
hardly true in the case of Emily Ste- 
vens. It is not my belief that she 
permitted the managers to do for her 
what commercial wisdom, if nothing 
else, might have prompted them to 
'do after she became an actress of — 
some note. I recall that George C.| F 
Tyler, whose enthusiasms where a 
player is concerned are nine times in 
ten translated into a big salary and 
a costly effort to put the player over, 
was wild in praise of Miss Stevens 
after she had acted in New-York in 
some filth named “ Today.”" When he 
selected her for the role of the mer- 
maid in “ The Gardens of Paradise,” 
he sincerely believed that he was do- 
ing for her al] that any manager might 
do for any actress. The part proved 
to be no good; but Miss Stevens would 
not have been the actress for it even 
if it had been a great part. As one 
of his associates said, after the pre- 
miéfe ;

Gilbert Miller has imported a drama 
called “The Patriot” that represents 
all that is dignified and fine as a play 
producing gesture.

Expert Points Need 
for Speedy Action.

Grade separation between 


marily to avoid loss of life. 
now became imperative not only from 
the humanitarian point of view but 
in order to reduce traffic congestion. 

The rapid development of the motor 
vehicle demands it by reason of econo- 
mic considerations. In Chicago ap- 
proximately 200 miles of right of way 
are either elevated or depressed, there- 
by creating *approximately 1,000 grade 
separations where railroad tracks 
cross city streets. Were it not for 
the fact that loss of life at railroad 
crossings forced grade separation 
years ago, we would now have traffic 
chaos in our cities. 


New Need Arises. 

With the rapid growth of the auto- 
mobile has come another need for 
grade separation in order to reduce 
traffic congestion. This need is for 
street grade separation and is justi- 
fied by the tremendous volume of traf- 
fic at the intersection of impertant 
thoroughfares. 

In the city of Chicago both the Lin- 
coln park and south park commis- 
sions are providing for grade separa- 
tions at points where the east and 
west streets cross the outer drives 
along the lake front. 

Recently the executive committee 
of the Chicago plan commission, James 
Sim pso chairman, has approved 
plans for the proposed Avondale ave- 
nue motor express highway which will 
extend from the downtown district 
northwesterly along the Chicago and 
North Western railroad tracks to the 
northwestern city limits, a distance 
of about ten miles. 

This high level thoroughfare will 
have a width of 160 feet and a capacity

Need of Traffic Aids 
Called Serious.

Speed and population increase are 
together creating a need for more 
pavements and 
wider pavements 
which cannot be 
ignored. For the 
last thirty years 
the population of 
the United States 
has increased 
thirteen to fifteen 
million each de- 
cade, and this 
figure will reach 
eighteen million 
in the present de- 
cade. On the ba- 
sis of an average 
increase of fif- 
teen million, our 
population will 
exceed 150,000,000 
in less than 20 years. 

The nation now averages about one 
car for every five persons, but the 
number of cars is on the increase. Cal- 
ifornia, for example, now has one car 
for every three individuals, and it is 
not unlikely that this will represent 
the national average in a few years. 

Expects 50,000,000 Cars. 

In less than twenty-five years, then, 
we may expect to see 50,000,000 motor 
vehicles serving the 150,000,000 indi- 
viduals who will populate this nation. 

Doubling the number of motor ve- 
hicles can mean but one thing. We 
must build more roads, and wider 
roads and do everything in our power 
to eliminate traffic congestion. Espe- 
cially is this true in light of the recent 
indications that automobiles will trav- 
el in the future at far greater speeds 
than we now consider wise.

Although we at times hear it said 
that bigness in manufacturing is & 
virtue and that the future will see 
better automobiles because of mass 
minded engineering and production, 
I am sure that there is very little va- 
lidity in the seemingly rather plaus- 


ible argument. 

When all is said and done, a truly 
great automobile must always be the 
product of a generous amount of tech- 
nical knowledge, a large amount of 
intelligent experience, and especially a 
vast amount of creative ability. Of 
course, knowledge and experience are 
important factors in motor car con- 
struction. But it is obvious that al- 


most any one with an aptitude for 
hard work and the tenacious ability 
to dig for facts and figures can mas- 
ter the “know hows.” But when it 
comes to the actual creating, to the 
artful blending of the genius of brains 
and the judgment of experience, the in- 
dividual thinker is there supreme. He 
is likely to go much farther alone, 
unhampered by the mass mind. 

Genius in art, literature, science, 
business—in any channel of activity 
chafes under restraint. And could it 
be possible that genius in enginering 
would do otherwise?

- There is an imperative need 
throughout the country for more and 
wider surfaced highways competent to 
carry modern traffic with dispatch and 
safety. 

In Chicago and Detroit, and other 
metropolitan centers, there is vital 
need for four or five trunk avenues 
running into the heart of the down- 
town district to relieve the heavy traf- 
fic flow. 
With these arteries must come 
elevated intersections to low for the 


full, free, fast movement of cars with- 


out signal light obstruction. Provision 
‘must be. made for pedestrian sub- 
ways, and for overhead or under 
ground parking. 

Separations to Come. 

Outside urban centers, grade sep- 
arations will have to come in the 
interest of safety. 

- All these traffic reforms are on the 
way, and all will be achieved accord- 
ing to the taxpayer’s ability to defray 
the cost. 

We have come to the time when no 
adult member of the family should be 
without an automobile. With the in- 
creased number of cars more roads 
should be built throughout the land. 

The phenomenal growth of the auto- 
mobile industry has shot it far ahead 
of the normal progress of the ma- 
chinery of taxation. Despite great 


annual expenditures for highway pro- 


grams, the industry itself has out- 
stripped by a wide margin the de- 
velopment made in highway construc- 
tion. There will be a period of read- 
justment; new wealth created by the 


‘ automobile will find its way back 


through taxable channels into budgets 
for highway building. | 
Roads Must Fit Cars. 


Old macadam turnpikes did well 


| enough for two cylinder cars with an 


average speed of fifteen miles an hour 
and a top speed of thirty. But the 
motor car built today is a supurb 
mechancal unit, capable of high and 
sustained speeds with perfect safety. 

In many sections, however, road de- 
velopment has shown small progress 
beyond the old macadam days. Under 
such circumstances, our highways cir- 
cumscribe the usefulness of a car be- 
cause they will not allow for a full 
outlet of the car’s capacity. 

An instance of the rapidity with 
which the automomible manufacturer 
is pressing the road builder is shown 
in a recent report which points out 
‘that in 1927 there were 40 motor ve- 
hicles registered in the United States 
to every mile of improved highway. 
The comparative figure the previous 
year was 34 vehicles and in 1918 seven- 
teen vehicles. Thus, in ten years, the 
comparison of motor vehicles to im- 
prove highway mileage gained 107 per 


cent. 
More Cars Coming. 
There will be a substantial increase 


this year over last year in the num- 


ber of automobiles manufactured and 
sold. The problem of congestion ob- 
viously can be solved only by increas- 
ing road mileage, or increasing the car 
carrying capacity of roads now in 
existence. 

Fortunately we are nationally con- 
scious of the need for a readjustment 
of our highway program. Authorities 
throughout the country are engaged in 
evolving plans and tabulating experi- 
ments designed to solve the knotty 
problems of congestion and to further 
our highway mileage total. 

The more imperative need is relief 
for congestion common to every metro- 
politan center. It is appropriate that 
the way toward relief should be 
shown in Chicago, is view of the 
leaders in the city, Cook county, and 
‘the state have long held in their high- 


way programs. 


Hitching Post Days. 

Downtown parking is a hangover 
from hitching post days. Other met- 
ropolitan centers will have to follow 
Chicago's lead in abolishing it. In 
Detroit,’ in the central district, it ts 
estimated that the value of land oc- 
cupied by a standing vehicle is $6,- 
100,000. 4 

To allow parking on such property 
is a service to the individual at the 
expense of the community, and the 
wonder is t hat it has been allowed 
i: continue as long as it has. 

Some question has been raised as to 
t.e extent a parking ban should be 
carried. It seems safe to assert that 
within the near future stopping at 
the curb of a busy street to pick u» 
passengers or to load or unload mer- 
«handise will be strictly taboo in the 
ferward city. Such operations wil! 
have to take place on side streets, or 
on private property to allow for the 
full, free, fast flow of traffic the full 
width of main arteries. 

Speeding up traffic over established 
routes has is obvious merits, and the 
plan is practical because the quick 
acceleration and effective braking 
equipment of the modern car will 
allow for twice the speed with safety 
that could have been achieved with a 
car ten or twelve years ago.

SUGGESTS WAYS

TRAFFIC OF CITY 


Dodge Distributor Of- 
| fers Solution. 


C. R. Dashiell, president of the 
Dashiell Motor company, distributors 
of the Dodge cars and Graham trucks, 
is much interested in ways and means 
to speed up traffic. He says: 

“ On the whole, I think Chicago traf- 
fie is well managed considering that 
several loop streets reach a dead end 
at the rivers bounding the loop sec- 
tion on the north and west. The bridge 
at La Salle street should speed up 
northbound traffic, but I think a cross- 
ing at the mouth of the river would 
afford more relief than any other 
measure. 


Suggestions for Relief. 

“I believe congestion would be rad- 
ically relieved by designating one way 
streets, cutting down the excessive 
number of cruising taxis and the re 
routing of busses. Quite often all traf- 
fic on Michigan boulevard is stopped 
to let a bus turn around at the south 
end of the Michigan boulevard bridge, 
instead of the bus being routed in such 
a way as to not interfere with traf- 
fic on so important a thoroughfare. 

“ Some congestion could be eliminat- 
ed by having heavy truck deliveries in 
the loop made at night. This should 
be beneficial to the trucking com- 
panies as well as to day traffic. With 
larger office buildings being erected 
each year in already congested areas, 
it is quite unlikely that traffic will 
grow less from year to year. 

Build Over Railways. 

‘The ideal condition for traffic out- 
side the loop would be boulevard 
streets each mile, with crossing separ-| 
ations where they intersect other 
boulevards. Now that the sale of air 
rights is being discussed, it migh 
prove feasible to have elevated stree 
following the course of railroads or 
canals at less expense than building 
a street through built-up sections of 
the city. 

Chicago took a step ahead in the 
construction of Wacker drive and rais- 
ing the level of Michigan boulevard. 
If there were some way of enticing 
north and south traffic to a street 
some distance west of Michigan, it 
would be quite a help. Driving along 
the lake is a temptation, but the man 
in a hurry will pursue the quickest 
route. 

“Chicago is the world’s youngest 
metropolitan giant, and does things in 
a big way, and I look for improved 
traffic conditions to be worked out in 
the same manner.”

Expansion of South Side 
Demands Road Pro vision 


BY ELMER RICH. 
[President, South Central Association.) 
Some months ago the statement 
was made by Joy Morton, owner of 
important prop- 
erty interests 
downtown and a 
resident of the 
North Shore, that 
the city generally 
and the south side 
particularly would 
benefit as never 
before by the 
completion’of the 
river straighten- 
ing and opening 
up of Market, 
Franklin, Wells 
and La Salle 
streets. In his 
opinion the Wack- 
er drive and 
North Michigan 
avenue, improvements would be of 


small importance in comparison. 


James Simpson, chairman of the 
Chicago Plan commission, also called 


attention at about the same time to 


the prospects for definite activity in 
our southern precincts as a result of 
this improvement. 

Promise of Relief. 


I am convinced that these opinions 


are correct &nd that with the break- 


ing of the stee] barriers to public traf- 
fic in this quarter, thoroughfares for 
rapid motor transit will come into be- 
ing which will tend to expand the 
loop southward, with consequent in- 
crease in property importance in that 
direction. 

The completion of the two proposed 
outlet drives will furnish two major 
arterial highways into the Calumet re- 
gion and Indiana. Three weeks ago 
the city turned over to the south park 
board Jeffery avenue from 67th street 
to 92d street and Yates avenue from 
67th street to 103d street. 

These thoroughfares will be widened 
and become part of the south boule- 
vard system. Both projected improve- 
ments are to join with broad high- 
ways into Indiana. 

About eleven years ago the plan to 


widen and extend South Park ave- 
nue to the city limits was conceived. 
Since that time, with the exception 
of the strip between 23d street and 
35th street, no definite progress has 
been made. ; 
Spending Hundred Million. 

The people of the south side through 
the park commission are 
over $100,000,000 for lake front im- 
provements which, when completed, 
are destined to be famed through the 
world for their beauty. To provide 
access to this section, plans must be 
prepared for opening up important 
south side arteries, one running south- 
easterly to connect up with Indianap- 
olis boulevard, one running southwest- 
erly to serve people coming in from 
the southwest, as well as our own citi- 
zens on the southwest side, who now 
find themselves almost completely seg- 
regated from the central business dis- 
trict as well as Chicago's retail center. 

Besides there is easential the com- 
pletion of that plan projected eleven 
years ago, to widen and extend South 
Park way, via Indiana avenue, to the 
city limits to meet the county and 
state road systems. 

Need Western Connections. 
Opening of east and west avenues 


of communication is also important. 


Between Jackson boulevard and 55th 
street, Roosevelt road is the only 
through street offering communication 
to the west side, and its physicial con- 
dition is such as to discourage traffic. 
Congress street should be made a 
superhighway from Michigan avenue 
west to the city limits. Pershing road 
and 22d street are also greatly needed 
as west side connections. , ' 
With the world’s fair location prac- 


tically settled at the lake front be- 


tween Roosevelt road and Jackson park 
it seems particularly important that 
these south side arteries should be 
completed before 1933. 

Conservatively estimating, therd will 
be from 30,000,000 to 32,000,000 cars on 
the nation’s highways by 1933 and 
tremendous crowds that can be reason- 
ably expected to come to Chicago for 
the fair. The motorists of that day 
will need the greatest amount of high- 
way space that Chicago has ever been 
called upon to provide.

Separation Is Needed. 


BY H. J. LEONARD.

Paralleling highways, oné for high 
speed traffic and one for traffic mov- 
ing at a normal rate, may not be very 
far away if traffic engineers take into 
consideration the rate of speed at 
which modern motor cars are able to 
travel in safety. 

With the growing use of motor cars 
of high power and speed attainments 
among automobile owners, and with 
the suburban radius of our larger 
cities constantly growing larger as 
the motor car makes it convenient for 
the business man and professional 
man to have his residence in the 
suburban sections, some new provis- 
ions are necessary to prevent the 
time spent on the road from reduc- 
ing the development of new residential 
districts. 

The problem is entirely one of the 
rate of speed at which through travel 
cars are enabled to travel. 


Chicago Area 45 Miles. 


In Chicago 45 miles is a measure 
of the extent of suburban development 
on the north and to the west. In 
New York, the length of Long Island, 
the distance to the edge of Connec- 
ticut and the areas of New Jersey 
made available by the new tunnel de- 
velopments are measuring influences 
on subyrban residence. 

If the car owner in these cities is 
compelled to keep down to a speed 
average of 20 miles an hour, because 
of traffic turnoffs on single boulevard 
systems, it takes from two and a half 
to three hours to make the trip into 
town. 

This represents a waste of time 
which is highly expensive to the 
suburban dweller. 


Delay in Travel. 


If through-travel cars are compelled 
to drive in the mass of vehicles which 
congest the present boulevard systems 
within a ten mile radius of the city 
center during the normal] hours for 
coming to or leaving work, a delay 
of an hour is often necessary before 
the real start home can be made. 

The majority of suburban home 
owners are owners of high powered 
cars which can travel at 40 miles an 
hour with safety under the guidance 
of a good driver. Super highways, 
with a minimum speed limit of 25 to 
80 miles an hour and with the top re- 
striction at 45 miles an hour, with 
entrance at fixed points from the 
center of the city would cut the time 
spent in travel by half. 

Speed Not Objectionable. 

The general feeling among the. great 
masses of population in the larger 
cities is that protected highways 
would accomplish an enormous 
amount of good. The old feeling 
against high speed is gradually dis- 


appearing as 20,000,000 motor car driv- |. 


ers have motorized the country as a 


fast moving cars. 

Double deck streets, which have 
been mentioned in the past, are im- 
practical at present from many view- 
points. Super-highways, edging the 
points of population, are not only 
practical] but necessary in the light of 
the modern day use of the automo- 
bile.

.ed States pictures a vast network of 
superhighways with crossings elimi- 
nated, high speed lanes, and other 
distinctly’ modern features. 

With the present crowded. condi- 
tions of principal thoroughfares lead- 
ing from heavily populated centers 
something certainly must be done to 
eliminate the long delays being suf- 
fered by motorists generall~. 

) Narrow Roads Delay. 

Delays are due principally to nar- 
row roads and the wrong kind of in- 
tersections. A number of communi- 
ties are taking steps to correct this, 


and the rest of them can start none 
too soon. 

What chance ddes a driver have to 
pass slow moving traffic on narrow 
roads? I have noticed the opinion 
voiced severa] times that the excep- 
tionally slow driver is the cause of 
mare mishaps than the man who 
drives too fast. 

In California I understand a type of 
roadway having a section where the 
minimum speed limit is 45 miles per 
hour is working quite satisfactorily. 

I believe the solution of most of our 
difficulties lies in wide roadways with 
all intersections eliminated insofar as 
is possible, and having a minimum 
speed limit which will insure uninter- 
rupted travel. 


Motor Traffic Slowed 


Traffic experts agree that the flow 
of traffic would be greatly speeded if 
motorists would select their line of 
travel either to the extreme left cen- 


ter or the extreme right of the road 
and stay there, except when they have 
a chance to pass up other cars. Many 
drivers straddle the center, blocking 
others who would double up the line. 
Since the left lane moves fastest the 
man in a hurry should get in there, 
while the slow driver should keep to 
the right. The road straddler gets 
along no faster, but simply blocks the 
progress of cars behind.

Has Not Hurt Auto Trade. 
With this intense interest in flying, 
the automobile industry theoretically 
should suffer. The figures, however, 
tell a different story. 


Omitting Ford from both years, the 
first ten months of 1927 show a nine 
per cent gain over the same period of 
1926, or 2,811,489 units against 2,570,- 
400. In other words, automobile pro- 
duction actually showed an increase 
during a period when flying was ap-

It is easy to understand this if we 
analyze the situation, for any survey 
will show the motor car to be an in- 
dispensable companion of the aero 
plane.

It is important to remember, in dis- 
cussing the effect of parked cars on 
loop business, that the most complete 
survey ever made on the relation be- 
tween parking and business Was car- 
ried out by engineers of the traffic 
survey before it was even recom- 
mended that parking should be abol- 
ished. 

If curb parking supplies a substan- 
tial part of the patrons of any re- 
tail district it is clear that parking 
delays should be tolerated. On the 
other hand, if the use of the streets 
for storage has little connection with 
retail business the elimination of park- 
ing cannot be considered harmful to 
merchants.

This 
method of effecting continuous grade 
separation is considered to be the log- 
ical way to make possible a 100 per 
cent use of the motor vehicle. 

We have in the Chicago area today 
approximately $1,000,000,000 worth of 
motor vehicles. Over 50 per cent af 
this capital is tied up because of the 
refusal or reluctance of the owners 
to put up with the inconvenience and 
delay encountered on our congested 
city streets. 

Consider Two Level Streets. 


Very careful consideration is now 
being given to the practicability of 
constructing continuous grade separa- 
tion streets instead of widening streets. 
The outcome will depend upon the 
balance between the cost of land and 
building damage and the cost of con- 
structing the elevated street. 

Each problem of grade separation 
will have to be studied separately and 
justified or rejected depending upon 
the volume of traffic and the benefits 
produced. This, of course, will be in- 
fluenced by conditions, depending on 
whether or not such roadway is con- 
structed on a fill along a railroad 
embankment, or on a fill between re- 
taining walls, or on a viaduct struc- 
ture. The choice between the via- 
duct structure or subway at single 
crossings is also a problem in itself. 

Losses at Grade Crossings. 

There are two factors to be consid- 
ered in determining the economic loss 
at grade crossinges—one being the ac- 
tual loss to the owner caused by delay, 
and the other being the loss resulting 
from reduced capacity of the thorough- 
fare to handle traffic. The New Jersey 
state highway commission a few years 
ago in studying the economics of grade 
crossings found thet approximately 
$6,600,000 might profitably be spent to 
avoid a single grade crossing on a 
highway handling 20,000,000 vehicles 
per annum. 

Looking ahead ten years, which 
swings the pendulum twenty years 
from the time the Michigan avenue 
improvement was started, it will be 
seen that we shall have to construct 
much more rapidly than at present 
if we expect to keep pace with the 
requirements of motor vehicle traffic.

Warns of Reaction. 

At present the public is in a recep- 
tive mood for the furtherance of good 
road building, but this may have a 
reaction when the costs of reconstruc- 
tion set in. Even if the cost of better 
construction is greater, it will outlive 
the present construction by four to 
five times and soon make up the dif- 
ference. 

There seems to be a fallacy that the 
more cement used the greater the du- 
ration of the road. In recent consulta- 
tions with engineers, I am informed 
that a 5% inch cement slab will stand 
up just as long as an eight or nine 
inch slab. Engineers are just begin- 
ning to realize this. The extra two 
or three inches in thickness is wasted 
and could be utilized to greater advan- 
tage by devising some methods in 
binding road construction somewhat 
on the order of the reinforced con- 
crete construction in buildings. 

Much to Be Built, 

There are many miles of roads 
which are still to be built in our imme- 
diate territory. We look for a won- 
derful road being constructed by the 
south park commissioners from 23d 
street to the Indiana state line; by the 
Lincoln park commissioners from 
Montrose to Devon, and by the north 
shore park commissioners from Devon 
to Calvary. 

About 183 miles of construction will 
be accomplished during 1928. The 
state claims it wil) build 1,250 miles 
during the year. 

With more | stable construction 
there will be less cost in maintenance. 
No roads or highways bordering Chi- 
cago should be built less than 40 feet 
in width. There should be several 
superhighways from the Wisconsin 
state line al] through Illinois as far 
south as Cairo and around to the In- 
diana state line, and several should be 
constructed, such as the Grand high- 
way and the Lincoln highway, of not 
less than 40 feet in width throughout 
the entire state.

Design Is Developed. 

It ig interesting to note the develop- 
ments that have been made along lines 
of design; advances which command a 
prominent place in the consideration 
of an automobile purchase. 

To begin with, in my opinion, the 
ideal lengths of a motor car wheelbase 
fall in the various sizes between 110 
and 135 inches. The 110 inch wheel- 
base assures riding comfort providing 
other features are properly designed, 
and beyond 135 inches it is unneces- 
gary to go, for the comfort of riding is 
not thereby increased. 

Likewise, the ideal performance may 
be obtained from engines with a pis- 
ton displacement whose minimum is 
175 cubie inches and whose maximum 
is 288 inches. 

Factors in Engine. 

The seven bearing crankshaft with 
interchangeable type bronze backed | 
bearings plays an important part in 
the smooth operation of a six cylinder 
motor. Another most interesting de- 
velopment along mechanical lines is 
the hollow crankpin design, with alu- 
minum alloy pistons and invar struts, | 
which reduce the loads on the bear- | 
ings by several hundreds of pounds at 
high speed. Automatic tension regula- . 
tion for the silent chain of the front : 
end drive of the motors is another 
noteworthy advance. 

A constant supply of fuel, regardless 
of the length or steepness of a grade, 
is essential, and this can be secured 
by a mechanically operated fuel pump 
with an air cleaner as a further pro- 
tection for the engine.

The discovery of vitamins in vege- 
tables and the universal teaching of 
physicians and cooking experts that 
fresh garden crops should be eaten by 
every one are the basic reasons for 
the new standards now being devel- 
oped among gardeners. There are 
other less scientific reasons for the 
change. Consumers do not need a 
scientist’s O. K. in the development 
of a preference for certain kinds and 
varieties of foods. Some prefer brown 
shelled eggs, for example, while others 
want them white. There is no scien- 
tific reason for that choice but it is a 
choice that men bow to from the pro- 
ducer to the retailer in the poultry 
industry. Gardeners are also learning 
to produce what the consumer wants. 

‘Up from the Ranks. 

The carrot, for example, was once 
a lowly vegetable. Now it is an aris- 
tocrat. The demand has brought about 
an enormous increase in the produc- 
tion of carrots since dietitians have 
recommended this root crop for chil- 
dren and adults. 

Another striking change was 
brought about when this country 
swung from white to yellow corn. 
Yellow ccrn was hard to introduce 
because consumers compared it with 
yellow field corn. For that reason it 
took a long time to popularize Golden 
Bantam, despite the fact that it is 

‘Sweeter than the white varieties of 
sweet corn. 

Under the old standards a premium 
was placed on the large specimens 
of vegetables. Market gardeners were 
taught to grow big specimens, re- 
gardiess of their quality. But the 
modern shopper at the vegetable 
stand, whether it is at the roadside 
or in the city, is learning that the 
large specimens may be inferior in 
vitamin content, flavor and tender- 
ness. The commercial grower is 
guided by the demands of the con- 
sumer in the selection of vegetable 


varieties. 
Size Is Not Vital. 

People are now being educated to 
the fact that freshness, tenderness 
and flavor instead of color and size 
are the marks of high quality in 
vegetables. Many even ask for cer- 


_ tain varieties, knowing they are su- 
perior to others. Golden Bantam corn, 


commonly grown in the middle west, 
and Iceberg head lettuce, a great salad 
crop of the Pacific coast gardens, 
are two examples of truck crops called 
for by name at the green grocer’s 
‘eounter. 

The change in buying habits has cre- 
ated a demand for fresh vegetables, 
even in winter. This has adversely 
affected both the canning industry and 
the sale of stored root crops. It has 
also led southern growers to produce 
more vegetables for northern markets 
in winter. On the other hand, it has 
caused a great increase in the con- 


- gumption of vegetables during the reg- 


tlar growing season when fresh garden 
products are available from the local 
trucking section in the northern states. 

Market gardening is growing around 
big cities. Truckers have a chance to 
make a profit in the production of 
high quality vegetables if they harvest 
at the right stage of maturity and put 


*« them on the market while they are per- 


fectly fresh, to insure the best flavor 
and tenderness. 
Fresh Vegetables Wanted. 
Truckers must pay more attention 
to marketing. Discriminating consum- 


- ers will not buy stale, wilted vegeta- 


bles because they know that such 
crops are inferior to fresh specimens. 
Experiments made by the federal de- 
partment of agriculture have shown 


.. that rapid chemica)] changes take place 


in sweet vegetables, beginning soon 
after they are picked. Sweet corn and 
pees, as well as most other garden 
erops, are sweet. The sugar of vegeta- 
bles begins to change to starch s00n 
after they are taken from the garden. 
Keeping the vegetables cool helps to re- 
tard this change. It is obvious that the 
Quicker vegetables can be put on the 
consumer's table after they are picked 
the higher will be the quality. 
It has also been found that there is 
a rapid loss in the vitamin content of 
vegetables after they are harvested. 
Stale vegetables are not as rich in 
Vitamins as are fresh products. 
Names to Ask For. 


Below are some varieties of different 
vegetables recommended by gardening 
specialists of the National Garden 


Bureau, Chicago. They have stood 


the test under the new vegetable 
standards and demands of the city 
consumer. 

A carrot without a core is the goal 
of gardeners. There are no coreleses 
carrots today... Breeders in Califor- 
mia are headed in the right direction 
and they are hopeful of being able 
to produce a coreless variety some 
Gay. In the Chicago territory the 
Chicago Forcing, a very sweet almost 
coreless Variety, is a favorite. Nantes 
Half Long, another sweet carrot, and 
the Early Chantenay, an early one, 
are both good varieties. 
Stringless bush beans are consid- 
ered the best type. Bountiful (green 
pod) and the Round Kidney Way are 
liked. Older bean varieties such as 


gardeners from Florida to the Canailian line can find out the earliest 
safe dates for planting vegetables in the open. The federal weather 
bureau map here shows the latest killing frost dates in the different 
zones. Experts of the National Garden bureau, Chicago, Ill., have 
given the time of planting in the table above, which is determined

the Red Valentine and the tall beans 
—none of them stringless—are dis- 
tinctly inferior to the stringless bush 
type, the bureau experts claim. 

There are several varieties of sweet 
corn. Golden Sixty Day, a yellow corn, 
and Sixty Day Make Good, a white 
cora, are both earlier than Golden 
Bantam. But there is no large eared 
corn that can compare with Golden 
Bantam in flavor. Some plant Golden 
Bantam every two weeks until July 
1, in the Chicago region. 

There are many fine varieties of 
table cucumbers, including some of 
the new ones developed from Chinese 
types, giving both quality and size. 
Experienced gardeners are now grow- 
ing a long cucumber that is small in 
diameter. There are several varieties 
of this type that can be bought under 
the Chinese classification. . 


Not So Well Known. 


For a new crop both home and com- 
mercial gardeners should try some of 
the vegetables which have peculiar 
merit for certain uses and are coming 
into favor wherever their good quali- 
ties are known. For instance, Celeriac 
or rooted celery is much superior to 
celery stocks wherever celery. flavor 
is needed in cooking. The Hamburgh 
variety of rooted parsley gives the par- 
sley flavor to cooked dishes. Leek is 
a vegetable of the onion family that 
has a flavor similar but superior to 
onions in cooking. The large Mussel- 
burg is a good yariety of leek. 

Broccoli, a member of the cauliflower 
family, is a novelty on the market 
which is becoming popular. Instead of 
having a large round head somewhat 
solid like a caulifiower, the Broccoli 
plant produces many small heads. The 
Italian green sprouting is one of the 
best varieties of Broccoli. 


Marrows Are Popular. 
In the old regular group of vege- 


than the summer squash, including 
the Marrows. The latest table delicacy 
in California is the Italian Marrow 
picked from the vine when it is two 
days old. Italian Marrow grows to be 
‘two feet long and six inches in di- 
ameter. Instead of allowing it to ma- 
ture it is pulled when two days old 
and boiled with the skin on and served 
like asparagus. Cocozelle is a good 
variety of the Italian Marrow. 

All Marrows and other types of 
summer squash may be handled in this 
way. The half grown Marrows can 
be sliced and fried like egg plant. 
There are two varieties, Sweet Potato 
and Table Queen, which have become 
well liked. 

Wrinkled peas are the best type 
to grow either in the commercial or 
home truck patch. The smooth seeded 
peas are the earliest and many mar- 
ket gardeners use this type exclusively. 
Experts say that there is no excuse 
for growing smooth seeded peas except 
for the first crop.

Feeder Cattle Decrease in 
Large Numbers, Facts Show 


A. J. SURRATT, agricultural statis- 
ticlan at Springfield, Ill., reports that 
the number of cattle on feed in this 
state is about 20 per cent less, and 
sheep on feed about 40 per cent less 
than a year ago. In his midwinter 
state-federal live stock survey, which 
Mr.- Surratt issued yesterday for IDli- 
nois, he said that the scarcity and 
high price of stocker and feeder cattle, 
combined with either a shortage or 
lack of surplus corn above local farm 
feed requirements, are the chief causes 
of the slump in cattle feeding. , 
The high price of feeder lambs, un- 
certainty about future sheep prices, 
and unsatisfactory returns from last 
season’s feeding operations were the 


reduction in this season's sheep feed- 
ing operations. —

An open letter by the President of C. A. Dunham Company

Steam is used in the radiator at pressures 
below atmosphere, so that if an opening were made in 
the radiator by removing the plug placed there by the 
manufacturer for attaching air valves, air would be. 


_ drawn into the radiatoft instead of steam blowing out. 


There are many outstanding advantages in such a 
system. First and foremost, it affords a solution to 
the nation’s sinful waste of fuel through overheating 
of buildings when only a minimum amount of heat is 
required, because this system of heating utilizes con- 
trollable vapor with temperatures as low as 133 degrees - 
in the radiator. The slightly added costs initial to its 
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“be mote or less open, and heat units will be pouring 


ing on a mildly cold day. Windows everywhere will 
therefrom as fast as the firefmen in the basement can 9 
consume fuel through the processes of combustion. 

Someone may say the windows are wide open for 
ventilation. If this is so, why isn’t it just as important 
to have an equal amount of ventilation when the 
weather is zero or below? Yet in such weather the eee 
windows are kept closed. 

An analysis of the facts shows that hot steam tem- 
peratures of radiation over-expand the air, thereby 
reducing the percentage of humidity. This leads to

To open the windows of a room which has been

the room, for it is under slight pressure through air 
expansion. More air (measured in volume) goes out 
than comes in, but what does come in will be equally 
expanded and heated.

covered the “ gold coast,” and are bold- 
ly making a bid for its support in two 
different directions, with what success 
only time alone can reveal. Many of 
our prominent social leaders, women 

as hostesses and renowned 
for their exclusive salons, are being 
invited, nay urged, to join that re 
markable organization, “ America 
First.” Just what arguments are 
being presented to these women, who 
in 1917-18 so ably demonstrated thei 
loyalty to their country, to associate 
themselves in a so-called patriotic so- 
clety organized by one who was known 
on two continents as being not a little 
partial to the great nation we were at 
that time combatting, it is not easy to 
understand, So eager are the people 
getting up this association that they 
are said to be using, without authority, 
the names of well known women as 
being a party to their enterprise, hop- 
ing thereby to lure into their ranks 
other prominent dames. 

If you get an invitation to this de- 
cidedly political enterprise in which 
the name of some conspicuous woman 
is coupled, be careful to find out if 
it is with her authority. In their 
efforts to link up the present civic 


powers with socially noted folk, the . 


powers that be enlisted the work of a 
young and inexperienced Russian prin- 
cess at Christmas time to collect funds 
for one of their undertakings. It was 
quite plainly a bid for “gold coast” 
support and money. It was, of course, 
quite legitimate, but its intent should 
be understood by the element that com- 
poses this auriferous region.

Racketeers Are Busy. 

Still another unsocial element has 
discovered the g.c. The latest outfit 
of—shall we call them racketeers?— 
the band undertaking to organize a 
domestic labor union, has been ringing 
the door bells of some of the most 
imposing apartments and largest 
houses inviting the maids, valets, but- 
lers, and cooks to join their ranks. 
These latest candidates for the benefits 
of unionization are among the best 
paid class of laborers in the world to- 
day in comparison with the needed 
qualifications required in their calling. 
They are a sheltered, protected, almost 
pampered class of workers. 

In addition to being housed, fed, 
almost entirely clothed, they are paid 
wages that would make many a bank 
clerk envious. They are insured against 
illness and accident, and for many of 
them a carefully tended old age is 
guaranteed. Many employers of such 
labor, after many decades of affevtion- 
ate relationship, continue ana prove 
their regard by taking care of these 
former employés as if they were mem- 
bers of the family. 

In place of this the proposed union 
offers them the opportunity to pay 
ten dollars admission fee and yearly 
dues, in return for which the right 
to select their own hours of toil and 
working conditions is taken from 
them. For those with good jobs in 
the homes of the wealthy there is 
little gain in such a union. As for 
the others, to whom is proposed an 
eight hour working day, there is the 
probability that any added cost of liv- 
ing will drive their employers into 
abandoning their present homes and 
betaking themselves to some of the 
many family hotels or light house 
keeping flat buildings that are spring 
ing up on all sides and which provide 
wll the newest labor saving devices 
known to man for the aid of the mod- 
ern housekeeper whose finances oblige 
ber to dispense with “ hired help.”

that most dramatic of all Chicago's 
historic events, the great fire of Oct. 9, 
1871. Chicago’s first catastrophe was 
the massacre on the sands at the foot 
of where 18th street now ends, when, 
in August 1812, a band of Indians set 
upon and ruthlessly murdered the 
men, women, and children who were 
evacuating Fort Dearborn. .

Some judges held that if the sale of 
perishable foodstuffs is allowed on Sun- 
days, it follows that their preparation 
should also be allowed.

A questionnaire recently circulated 
among league members, which are 
more than 18,000 in number, revealed 
an “overwhelming number in favor 
of another international relay party. 

“There will be valuable prizes,” 
said Mr. Handy, “for the stations in 
the United States and Canada making 
the highest total score. Twenty-five 
prizes are offered for stations making 
the highest scores in the United States 
or Canada, considered together. /rizes 
will be presented to the only station 
in the United States or Canada to 
score with a particular foreign locality, 
and prizes have also been provided for 
the highest scoring station in each 
locality outside of these countries, 


Regulations Changed. 


Regulations governing the Febru- 
ary tests will be somewhat different 
in arrangement, based on the experi- 
ence of the league in the test held last 
May, in that as many meSsages may 
be sent to a given foreign locality as 
the participating amateur can effect, 
but only one test message may be sent 
to any one given foreign station. This 
will make it possible to add materially 
to one’s score almost every time sta- 
tion is worked.” | 

The new regulations have been de- 
signed to eliminate the trouble experi- 
enced by amateurs in the exchange of 
messages due to the one allowable mes- 
sage in a certain locality having been 
sent to the first station worked.

This would be satisfactory to Mr. Cof- 
fin since he himself, to carry out his 
plans, intended to lead clubs to 
dummy at first opportunity. Mr. Cof- 
fin therefore played the 2 of spades 
to the first trick, taking the inevitable 
loss of a spade trick at dénce, and at 
the same time retaining command of 
the suit. 

Mr. Work, however, saw no reason 
to shift suits. He continued spades 
with the queen.

| MUST REVISE PLAN 


Mr. Coffin then led the 2 of clubs; 
Mr. Work played the 3; dummy played 
the king, and Mr. Bruelheide the ace. 
Mr. Bruelheide saw that he probably 
could take four club tricks if dummy 
were prevented from ruffing. There- 
fore, to reduce dummy’s trump hold- 
ing, he led the 6 of hearts. Declarer 
played the ace of hearts; Mr. Work 
the 3, and dummy the 2. 

Mr. Coffin, at this point, saw the 
necessity of revising his plans. A sec- 
ond lead of clubs by him undoubtedly

ARDSTOWN, Ky., has three or 
four implications of distinction. 
They are altogether sentimental. 
But a monument is sentimental. 
Principally, in its own sense of impor- 
tance, it is where Stephen Foster wrote 
“My Old Kentucky Home” and the 
house identified as the place where it 
was written exists under the name of 
the song. 

Bardstown is about 40 miles from 
Louisville and about 15 miles from 
Hodgenville. Jesse James had a hid- 
ing place near Bardstown. Abraham 
Lincoln was born at Hodgenville. 
Daniel Boone made the first Transyl- 
vania settlement about a day’s ride 
from Bardstown, at Boonesboro, on the 
Kentucky river. John Rogers Clark 
is buried in Louisville, the first Cath- 
olic cathedral west of the mountains 
was at Bardstown, and Louis Philippe, 
king of France, knowing Bardstown 
when he was the exiled Orleans 
prince, had a stomach ache there. 

x * 
A Weird Mixture. 

All this makes a more or less rare 

combination of incident and history, 
of personality and geography, of acci- 
dents and causes. Taking the region 
in its largest consistent spread of 
land, there are Jesse James, the king 
of France, Abraham Lincoln, the first 
Catholic bishop of western America, 
John Rogers Clark, Daniel Boone, and 
the singer of Negro songs. Clark has 
left only a tiny headstone in Cave Hill 
cemetery in Louisville. The king of 
France has left a legend. Foster has 
left his songs. Boone has left his leg- 
end, a road named for him, and a spot 
on the Kentucky river where now are 
There is a splendid 
inclosure about the place where Lin- 
coln was born. 
_ The automobile guidebook says that 
two miles out of the Louisville cor- 
porate limits on the Bardstown road 
is the two gabled house where Louis 
Philippe, the pauper prince, lived for 
a while when he was in America and 
before he was king of France. That 
statement has caused a great deal of 
bewilderment to the keeper of the gen- 
eral store at the cross roads two miles 
out. He doesn’t know why people 
come in asking where they may find 
the two gabled house. They come and 
he looks blank. He has considérabie 
reason to. There never was any house 
so occupied, but when tourists find the 
story in their guide book they stop to 
see the place where a king played the 
fiddle. 


Exiled to America. 
Louls Philippe with his younger

brothers accepted exile to the United 
States in 1796. The Directory in Paris 
offered to restore some of the prop- 
erty of the Duckess of Orleans, his 
mother, if he and his brothers would 
g0 to America and stop plotting 
against the republic in Europe. That 
was accepted and Gouverneur Morris, 
the American ambassador in France, 
advanced the brothers 300,000 francs 
for their passage money and support. 


Louis was put aboard a ship carry- 
ing Americans recovered and released 


from African pirate ports. He landed 
before his brothers, the duke of 
Montpensier and Count Beaujolais, 


came over, and went to Philadelphia 
to await them, lodging in the base- 
men. story of a house in Walnut 
street. As a way of repairing his for- 
tunes he thought of marriage, and had 
Miss Willing, a rich banker’s daugh- 
ter, in mind. Her father »ut his foot 
down on that, telling the prince that 
if he was penniless he was no match 
fon Miss Willing; if he ever became 
king she was no match for him.

They traveled a good deal, and in 
April, 1797, were in Kentucky, cross- 
ing from Nashville to Louisville. 
Louis was known as Mr. D’Orleans, 
They lodged on the Green river with 
a ferryman, on another stage with a 
farmer, and in Bardstown, to which 
they came April 20, at Capt. Bean's 
tavern. There Louis had a stomach 
ache and thought it unkind of Mrs. 
Bean to go to a bear show and leave 
him to the attentions of only his own 
forvant. 

The pain left him and on the sec- 
ond morning after his arrival he and 
his brothers and the servant Baudoin 
were on their horses and on their 
way. Out of this the Kentucky legend 
of Louis Philippe grew into the story 


of the pauper prince living in the two 


gabled house, in Bardstown, on the 
Bardstown road or elsewhere in the 
region and supporting himself by 
teaching French, giving dancing les- 
sons, playing the violin, and otherwise 
improving the culture of a log house 
community. 

Still later in these American expe- 
riences Louis Philippe was in Havana 
and there the French citizens raised a 
purse for him. Benedict Joseph Fila- 
get, a young French priest, was asked 
to make the presentation'in a tactful 
fashion which would not offend busted 
royalty, and he did.

Placed on the Throne. 

In 1808 the Roman Catholic church 
created the episcopal sees of Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, and Bards- 
town. Benedict Joseph Flaget was 
the first bishop of Bardstown, the first 
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St. Joseph's Procaghedral at Bardstown, Ky.

The revolution of 1830, overthrow- 
ing Charles X., put Louis Philippe on 
the throne of France. He was am as- 
tute politician and he had a high poll- 
tical faculty for remembering names. 
American visitors at the French court 
were astonished by his knowledge of 
frontier America and of many fron- 
tier names. When he had been out 
in the American wilderness it is un- 
likely that many of the frontiersmen 
knew or cared who he and his broth- 
ers were. They were not using their 
identity. But when Louis was king 
the story of his American travels in 
the west was revived and it was then 
enlarged into legend. 

The see of Beardstown was trans- 
ferred to Louisville in 1841 and the 
cathedral is there. The little town now 
has the proto-cathedral. In it are a 
number of paintings which have been 
believed to have been the gifts of the 
king of France to the church of the 
town in which or near which legend 
has him spending several impoverished 
years of his life. A remembrance of 
the kindness of Bishop Flaget is sup- 
posed to have remained in the keen 
royal memory, and tHe presents, in- 
eluding Van Dycks, a Reubens, Muril- 
los, etc., to have been an expression 
of it. The impoverished years were 
not spent there or in any other part of 
the United States, and historical au- 
thority indicates that the gifts did not 
come from the king.

HEN in doubt as to how to get 
enough milk into the diet we 
may resort to the cooked 
creams for our desserts, if 
we find we cannot with the cream soups 
and sauces get our milk into the early 
part of a menu. And with the cooked 
creams we should include the custards 
and custard sauces, which have many 
uses but are more likely to appear in 
summer than in winter menus, because 
they may be frozen, etc. 

Yet in winter we may fry our cooked 
eréams, and perhaps we should give 
a recipe for these first because they 
are not so much used as some of the 
other forms of cream and do deserve 
a greater popularity. 

Fried Cream. 

Two cups of milk, four tablespoons 
of cornstarch, two tablespoons of flour, 
half a cup of sugar, two egg yolks, 
and finally a teaspoon of butter and 
one of vanilla. Cook the cornstarch, 
milk and sugar and perhaps a pinch 
of salt until it thickens, either in a 
double boiler in the old fashioned way 


°or directly over a small fire, stirring 


« 


all the time and almost as much if itn 
the double boiler. When this is thick, 
stir in the beaten yolks of eggs and 
cook for a little, then add vanilla and 
pour the whole into a pan rinsed out 
with cold water, spreading it an inch 
thick, and set this away to cool, 
When ready to fry, cut the cream 
in small squares or oblongs and roll 
each piece in cake crumbs—dry sponge 
cake crumbs are excellent. Then dip 
in egg and again in crumbs and fry 
in deep fat or “flat fry" in butter— 
just a little, and expertly allowing 
time for the browning with not much 
fire. 
The ‘squares are soft and luscious. 
and do not need a sauce, but powdered 
sugar May be sprinkled over them. 
An older way to cook the milk and 
cornstarch is to wet it and the flour 
a little milk, bring the rest of 
the m to a boiling point, pour it 
over the Wet up cornstarch and flour, 
and stir and cook for ten minutes or 
up to twenty on account of the flour. 
Egg Yolks for Cooked Creams.

Cream Pudding Without Eggs. 

One cup of milk, two tablespoons 
‘of flour, about one-half cup of sugar. 
Put these together with constant stir- 
ring while they are cooking in a sauce- 
pan or double boiler. Fiavor to taste 
to get a pudding more or less of the 
blanc mange type. 

A little whipped cream served with 
each of these two portions makes for 
elegancy and makes the absence of

Varying the Simplest Pudding. 

Instead of the white sugar, brown. 
or a cane sirup can be used in the 
above recipe, in which cage no flavor- 
ing will be required. Or an egg can 
be added to it thus: Beat the yolk 
of the egg and after the milk has 
thickened and the flour surely cooked 
stir it well into the cooked mixture. 
Remove from stove and fold into the 
egg white beaten to a snow and add 
flavor. 

Other variations may be made with 
success, according to the skill and 
even according to the idiosyncrasies 
of the cook doing the work. 


Chocolate Variation, 


For two cups of this pudding with 
or without the egg, as above, add two 
tablespoons of melted chocolate before 
the egg yolk. This may be melted 
and cooked with the flour, milk and 
og first or with a little of the milk 


Butterscotching This Recipe. 

When brown sugar or cane sirup is 
used to sweeten this recipe it may be 
called a butterscotch pudding. and it 
is well in that case to add to the 
formula two tablespoons of butter. If 
you want a particularly sweet pud- 
ding use a little more than one-half 
cup of these other sweetenings. With 
cane sirup a pudding can be made so 
that egg will be least missed, espe- 
clally ‘when served with whipped 
cream. 

' But this pudding may also have egg 
for the sake of a change, the yolk 
stirred into the cooked preparation, 
which may then be put into a buttered 
baking dish—perhaps a rather small 
and deep one of glass, and then the 
stiffly beaten egg white with two ta- 
blespoons of sugar be put on as a 
meringue and browned a little in the 
oven. The egg white can be piped on, 
especially when this pudding is made 
of four cups of milk and other in- 
gredients in proportion. In making 


ethe butterscotch variety of this cream 


pudding, without egg, you will like to 
be rather generous with the cream. 


Dressy Variety of Cooked Cream. 

Make smal! portion of the plain, the 
chocolate and the butterscotch and 
put them together in a pudding dish, 
over which a meringue may be used 
The white part may be made pink 
with a few cinnamon drops, if to 

te. 

A layer of these puddings when 
cooked will set quickly, and it may 
be put in a dish, the next added, ete. 

Gelatin in Simplest Cream. 

Pastry creams often contain a little 
gelatin, for well known reasons, and 
in this simplest pudding a little may 
be used instead of any egg when that 
might be desired. Use a giass bread 
pan and mold the pudding, which wil) 
be somewhat like a brick of ice cream. 
It may be fixed up in layers as above. 

With whipped cream these may be 
served as something quite fine. 

Cane Sirup Tapioca Pudding. 

For enough for four servings take 
two tablespoons of granulated tap!i- 
oca, tWo cups of milk, from one-fourth 
to one-half cup of cane sirup, one- 
half teaspoon salt, two egg yolks, or 
use whole eggs. Put milk and tapioca 
together and stir over the fire until 
the tapioca is transparent, or use a 
double boiler. 


ens. 


Beat the egg yolks, add the salt, 


then pour the hot mixture over them, 


beating all the time. Put over the fire 
again and cook until the whole thick- 
Take from the fire and, if you 
like a little vanilla, add it and cool. 
When it has cooled chill the pudding 
for two hours before serving it. 

If the whole eggs are used the 
whites may be folded in when the pud- 
ding has been taken from the fire. The 
sort of sweetenilig used seems to show 
up less when yolks alone are used. 


Farina Variation. 

Mix two tablespoons of farina with 
two cups of milk and cook for half 
an hour in a double boiler. If in a 
double boiler this will not need stir- 
ring until it is to be mixed with the 

. While hot, add half a téaspoon 
of salt and a little liquid, should it 
need a little thinning. When it has 
cooled, add half a cup of sugar and 
the well beaten yolks of two eggs. 
Finally, f ld in the stiffly beaten whites 


Of eggs. 


Bake for half an hour in a buttered 
pudding dish, with or without flavor- 
ing. Perhaps a little nutmeg gives as 
good ap effect as anythifig but vanilla 
or le juice may please. lt may not 
be flavoréd, but served with plain 
sweetened cream and nutmeg. It may 
also be eaten with jelly or marmalade. 

The top of the pudding when baked 
may have a meringue if the egg white 
will not stay down in it. 


One Egg Cream Cake Filling. 

Elegant pastry creams cofntaifing 
many egg yolks are combined vari- 
ously with cake, byt the following, 
when put betweer a split layer of 
sponge cake, gives a variety of the 
Boston cream pie; which ig simple 
but excellent, and exceedingly well 
liked by men who do not like some 
Other desserts of this nature: One 
cup of milk, one and a half teaspoons 
of cornstarch, one-half cup of sugar, 
one-fourth cup of butter, one egg, fla- 
vor to taste. The newer way to cook 
this is to combine cornstarch, sugar 
and cream and cook till thick, but 
the old way was to scald the milk, 
add the sugar and butter, then the 
cofhstarch mixed with a little cold 
milk, and then cook till thick, quick- 
ih quicker, because the milk is 

t. 

When this is thick pour it on the 
slightly beaten egg, and spread be- 
tween the thick layer of sponge cake 
which has been split in two, Leave 
for half a day to allow the cream, 
which was rather hot when put in. 
to soak into the cake. If you like, 
powder the top with icing sugar. 


Variations of One Egg Cream. 

This cream may be flavofed vari- 
ously or have half a cup of chopped 
pecans or other nuts added to it. 
Carameled filberts, ground and used for 
a filling, or sprinkled over a layer of 
the cream, make it most flavorous and 
delicious. 

Sliced bananas may be used with it.

Remove from the fire and cool. 
When cold and brittle put through the 
fine disc of a food chopper. This can 
be sprinkled over creams to great ad- 
vantage. Or it can be allowed to stand 
until the brittleness has disappeared 
and it can no longer be used like sprin- 
kled crumbs, made into a roll to be 
sliced, or it can be made up into balls, 
which can be dipped. When brittle 
it ig excellent over whipped cream, as 
well as over cooked cream, and even 
over icings. 

3 Cream Pies. 

Pies which have only the lower 
crust, some filling like a cooked cream, 
and then perhaps a méringue are easy 
for a beginner. Plain cream, lemon 
cream, butterscotch, and some sorts of 
custard pie come under th's heading. 

Pastry Cream with Gelatin. 

One cup of milk, four tablespoons 
of flour, one cup of confectioner’s 
Sugar, three egg yolks, one teaspoon 
of gelatin dissolved in two tablespoons 
of boiling water, three beaten egg 
whites, one teaspoon vanilla. Cook the 
flour and sugar and milk together for 
twenty minutes. Add the dissolved 
gelatin and stir in. Pour in the beat- 
en egg yolks in a stream, stirring all 
the time and cooking about a minute 
or two, but not so long that the miz- 
ture will curdle. 

Fold in the egg whites after the 
mixture is taken from the fire, and 
add the vanilla. This may be molded, 
used in pastry shells and with cake. 


Chocolate Pastry Cream. 

This makes a palatable pie filling. 
A tablespoon of dissolved gelatin can 
be cooked into it, but it is, perhaps, 
better flavored without. One cup of 
milk, one-half otincé of bitter choco- 
late, one cup of confectioner’s sugar 
two tablespoons of butter, two egg 
yolks beaten with one tablespoon of 
cold milk, one-half teaspoon of Va- 
nilla. Melt the chocolate in a sauce- 
pan, add the butter to’ it, melt, and 
stir in the flour mixed with the sugar. 
Stir in the milk and cook till smooth 
and about ten minutes after that stir 
in the egg yolk and cook a minute or 
two. Flavor when nearly cold. 

These creams may all be cooked by 
one method, but a variety of methods 
have been used by cooks and some 
knowledge of these may help any cook 
to work out her own salvation. 

Cooked Creams in General. 

Only the inexpensive pie or pudding- 
like creams have been given above, but 
it is easy to find formulas for the more

Supplementing Eliminations. 


Now, the three great needs of the 
body while reducing, as well as at 
other times, are fuel to supply energy 
spent on work, materials to build and 
keep in repair all parts—found in the 
proteins, calciums, phosphates, and 
iron—and, third, the body needs regu- 
lating foods to keep its parts working 
smoothly. 

Remember in making up your diets 
that when they are low in calories 
you must eat fairly plentifully of 
fruits, vegetables, milk, eggs, and un- 
milled cereals, as these contain build- 
ing materials and regulatory elements, 
minerals, vitamins, and roughage. 


More Sample Menus. 

You may continuc with the menus 1 
gave you in preceding chapters. Or 
from your calorie list you may arrange 
your own meals. In cases you may 
have lost those other menus, perhaps 
I had better give you a couple of sam- 
ple days’ meals again.

do. Some of you, I know, have got 
rid of all the weight you need to, 
but others of considerable excess will 
have to continue for weeks yet before 
the figure wanted is achieved.

The pattern, No. 38174, is well 
marked by notches ahd perforations, 


showing just where and how the skirt 


plaits are to be laid. It will be well to 
lay the plaits on both front and back 
of the skirt before putting the seams 
together. Lay one at a time, running 
the fi under each plait laid, to be 
certain that the under fold is as smooth 
as the outside one. Then baste from 
the top down. 

The blouse may be basted, fitted, 
and entirely finithed before setting on 
the skirt. There are two tiny tucks 
each side of the center back at the 
neck. These are creased or folded ex- 
actly on the perforations and stitched 
about 1-16 inch from the fold. If you 
use a lock stitch machine, pull the 
threads through to the wrong side and 
fasten securely. If a single thread 
machine is used, allow a long enough 
length of thread at each tuck end to 
thread and fasten. It is well to finish 
parts as you proceed, instead of wait- 
ing until the garment is finished. 
Basting threads also should be care- 
fully removed as soon as their useful- 


ness is past. 


The sleeves are made close fitting by 
means of a dart up the outside from 
the wrist to just below the elboy. Be 
careful not to stretch the edges of the 
dart seams, and in putting together 
there must not be the slightest twist. 

The back and fgont panels and belt 
pieces are set in place after the rest 
ef the dress is finished.

Bardstown 


ARDSTOWN, Ky., has three or 
four implications .of distinction. 
They are altogether sentimental. 
.But a monument is sentimental. 
Principally, in its own sense of impor- 
tance, it is where Stephen Foster wrote 


—~“My Old Kentucky Home” and the 


house identified as the place where it 
was written exists under the name of 
the song. 

Bardstown ig about 40 miles from 
Louisville and about 15 miles from 
Hodgenville. Jesse James had a hid- 
ing place near Bardstown. Abraham 
Lincoln was born at Hodgenville. 
Daniel Boone made the first Transyl- 
vania settlement about a day's ride 
from Bardstown, at Boonesboro, on the 
Kentucky river. 
is buried in Louisville, the first Cath- 
olic cathedral) west of the mountains 


“was at Bardstown, and Louis Philippe, 


king of France, knowing Bardstown 
when he was the exiled Orieans 
prince, had a stomach ache there.

All this makes a more or less rare 
combination of incident and history, 
Of personality and geography, of acci-

Exiled to America. 
Louis Philippe with his younger 


John Rogers Clark 


brothers accepted exile to the United 
States in 1796. The Directory in Paris 
offered to restore some of the prop- 
erty of the Duchess of Orleans, his 


mother, if he and his brothers would 


go to America and stop plotting 
against the republic in Europe. That 
was accepted and Gouverneur Morris, 
the American ambassador in France, 
advanced the brothers 300,000 francs 
for their passage money and support. 
Louis was put aboard a ship carry- 
ing Americans recovered and released 
from African pirate ports. He landed 
before his brothers, the duke of 
Montpensier and Count Beaujolais, 
came over, and went to Philadelphia 
to await them, lodging in the base- 
men: story of a house in Walnut 
street. As a way of repairing his for- 
tunes he thought of marriage, and had 
Miss Willing, a rich banker’s daugh- 
ter, in mind. Her father ut hig foot 
down on that, telling the prince that 
if he was penniless he was no match 
for Miss Willing; if he ever becanie 
king she was no match for him. 


Traveling Incognito. 
' The three brothers had some atten- 


tion from people who like even busted 
royalty. They saw John Adams in-

augurated as the second president. 
They were received at Mount Vernon. 
Robert Morris made them a loan, 

They traveled a good deal, and in 
April, 1797, were in Kentucky, cross- 
ing from Nashville to Louisville. 
Louis was known as Mr. D’'Orleans, 
They lodged on the Green river with 
a ferryman, on another stage with a 
farmer, and in Bardstown, to which 
they came April 20, at Capt. Bean’s 
tavern. There Louis had a stomach 
ache and thought it unkind of Mrs. 
Bean to go to a bear show and leave 
him to the attentions of only his own 
r2rvant. 

The pain left him and on the sec- 
ond morning after his arrival he and 
his brothers and the servant Baudoin 


’ Were on their horses and on their 


way. Out of this the Kentucky legend 
of-Louis Philippe grew into the story 
of the pauper prince living in the two 


gabled house, in Bardstown, on the 
Bardstown road or elsewhere in the 
region and supporting himself by 
teaching French, giving dancing leg 
sons, playing the violin, and otherwise 
improving the culture of a log house 
community. 

Still later in these American expe- 
riences Louis Philippe was in Havana 
and there the French citizens raised a 
purse for him. Benedict Joseph F'la- 
get, a young French priest, was asked 
to make the presentation in a tactful 
fashion which would not offend busted 
royalty, and he did. 


Placed on the Throne. 

In 1808 the Roman Catholic church 
created the episcopal sees of Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, and Bards- 
town. Benedict Joseph Flaget was 
the first bishop of Bardstown, the first

cathedral being built of pillars from 
the woods. 

The revolution of 1830, overthrow- 
ing Charles X., put Louis Philippe on 
the throne of France. He was an as- 
tute politician 4nd he had a high poli- 
tical faculty for remembering names. 
American visitors at the French court 
were astonished by his knowledge of 
frontier America and of many fron- 
tier names. When he had been out 
in the American wilderness it is un- 
likely that many_of the frontiersmen 
knew or cared who he and his’ broth- 
ers were. They were not using their 
identity. But when Louis was king 
the story of his American travels in 
the west was revived and it was then 
enlarged into legend. 

‘The see of Beardstown was trans- 
ferred to Louisville in 1841 and the 
cathedral is there. The little town now 
has the proto-cathedral. In it are a 
number of paintings which have been 
believed to have been the gifts of the 
king of France to the church of the 
town in which or near which legend 
has him spending several! impoverished 
years of his life.. A remembrance of 
the kindness of Bishop Flaget is sup- 
posed to have remained in the keen 
royal memory, and the presents, in- 
cluding Van: Dycks, a Reubens, Muril- 
los, etc., to have been an expression 
of it. The impoverished years were 
not spent there or in any other part of 
the. United States, and historical au- 
thority indicates that the gifts did not 
come from the king. 


Fond of Frontier, 
They had come into the port of New 


ANDREW JACKSON. 


Orleans in October, 1827, and customs 
duties were paid on them. In 1832 
Congressman Wickliffe of the Bards- 
town district had an act passed mak- 
ing a rebate of the duties and in sup- 
porting his bill he said the presents 
were from the duke of Orleans, in 
1832 the king of the French. It is 
still maintained that they were, but 
there is the better evidence that they 
obtained in Europe for the cathedral 
by Father Charles Nerinck of Flan- 


+ 


ders. He and Father Badin of Orleans 
were the first missionary priests in 


Kentucky. 

Louis as king pretended great affec- 
tion for the American people and par- 
ticularly for the American frontier 
and what had been largely wilderness 
in the west when he traveled through 
it. This included regard for Andrew 
Jackson, the backwoods aristocrat and 
soldier who had become president of 
the United States before the fugitive 
prince landed on the throne. 

A Royal Hint. 

The United States had a long stand- 
ing grievance against France that it 
had not paid the spoliation damages 
resulting from the aggressions of the 
French directorate and of Napoleon 
against American commerce and trade. 
The settlement had been agreed upon, 
but payment had drifted from one fu- 
ture to another. The United States 
insisted upon having some money; 
France paid in promises and fu- 
turities. 

When Louis was king by virtue of 
the revolution, he whispered to 
the American minister, Edward Liv- 
ingstonh, that if President Jackson 
would write a sharp note _to the 
French government he was sure the 
French parliament would appropriate 
for the payment of the claims. Liv- 
ingston communicated this hint to 
the state department. A French idea 
of a strong diplomatic paper and an 
1834 Jacksonian idea of it lacked sev-

Cooked Creams 


Be Variously 
Manufactured,

HEN in doubt as to how to get 
enough milk into the diet we 
may resort to the cooked 
creams for our desserts, © 

we cannot with the cream soups 
and sauces get our milk into the early 

‘part of a menu. And with the cooked 


@€reams we should include the custards 


‘and custard sauces, which have many 


“uses but are more likely to appear in 
gummer than in winter menus, because 


‘Varying the Simplest Pudding. the, ‘Beat the egg yolks, add the salt, 
Instead of the white sugar, brown. then paur the hot mixture over them,

Or an 
ent ay be added to it thus: Beat a yolk 


of the egg and after the milk has 
thickened and the flour surely cooked 
stir it well.into the cooked mixture. 
Remove from stove and fold into the 
egg white beaten to a snow and add 
flavor. | 

Other variations may be made with 
success, according the skill and 
even according to e idiosyncrasies 
of the cook doing the work. 


Chocolate Variation. 

For two cups of this pudding with 
or without the egg, as above, add two 
tablespoons of melted chocolate before 
the egg yolk. This may be melted 
and cooked with the flour, milk and 
sugar first or with a little of the milk 
first. 

Butterscotching This Recipe. 

When brown sugar or cane sirup is 
used to sweeten this recipe it may be 
called a butterscotch pudding, and it 
is well in that case to add to the 
formula two tablespoons of butter. If 


cane sirup can be. used in the beating all the time. Put over the fire 
again and cook until the whole thick- 


ens. Take from the fire and, if you 
like a little vanilla, add it and cool. 
When it has cooled chill the pudding 
for two hours before serving it. 

If the whole eggs are used the 
whites may be folded in when the pud- 
ding has been taken from the fire. The 
sort of sweetenitg used seems to show 
up less when yolks alone are used. 


Farina Variation. 

Mix two tablespoons of farina with 
two cups of milk and cook for half 
an. hour in a double boiler. If in a 
Gouble boiler this will not need stir- 
ring until it is to be mixed with the 
egg. While hot, add half a teaspoon 
of salt and a little liquid, should it 
need a little thinning. When it has 
cooled, add half a cup of sugar and 
the, well beaten yolks of two eggs. 
Finally, f>Ild in the stiffly beaten whites 
of eggs. 

Bake for half an hour in a buttered 
pudding dish, with or without flavor- 
ing. Perhaps a little nutmeg gives as 
good an effect as anything but vanilla 
or lemon juice may please. it may not 


_~ they may be frozen, etc. 
Yet in winter we may fry our cooked 
‘* ereams, and perhaps we should give 
‘* ..@ recipe for these first because they 
are not so much used as some of the 
other forms of cream and do deserve 
Sreater popularity. 
A Fried Cream. 
- Two cups of milk, four tablespoons 
cornstarch, two tablespoons of flour, 
' half a cup of sugar, two egg yolks, 
"and finally a teaspoon of butter and 
,»one of vanilla. Cook the cornstarch, 
‘milk and sugar and perhaps a pinch 
‘of salt until it thickens, either in a 
double boiler in the old fashioned way 
or directly over a small fire, stirring 
-all the time and almost as much if in 
the double boiler. When this is thick, 
stir in the beaten yolks of eggs and 
' ook for a little, then add vanilla and 
pour the whole into a pan rinsed out 
*with cold water, spreading it an inch 
thick, and set this away to cool. 
When ready to fry, cut the cream 


you want a particularly sweet pud- 
ding use a little more than one-half 
cup of these other sweetenings. With 
cane sirup a pudding can be made so 
that egg will be least missed, espe- 
clally when served with whipped 
cream. 

But this pudding may also have egg 
for the sake of a change, the yolk 
stirred into the ceoked preparation, 
which may then be put into a buttered 
baking dish—perhaps a rather smal! 
and deep one of glass, and then the 
stifly beaten egg white with two ta- 
blespoons of sugar be put on as a 
meringue and browned a little in the 
oven. The egg white can be piped on, 
especially when this pudding is made 
of four cups of milk and other in- 
gredients in proportion. In making 
the butterscotch variety of this cream 
pudding, without egg, you will like to 
be rather generous with the cream. 


Dressy Variety of Cooked Cream.

Cream Pies. 


Pies which have only the lower 
crust, some filling like a cooked cream, 
and then perhaps a méringue are easy 
for a beginner. Plain cream, lemon 
cream, butterscotch, and some sorts of 
custard pie come under this heading. 


Pastry Cream with Gelatin. 


One cup of milk, four tablespoons 
of flour, one cup of confectioner’s 
Sugar, three egg yolks, one teaspoon 
of gelatin dissolved in two tablespoons 
of boiling water, three beaten egg 
whites, one teaspoon vanilla. Cook the 
flour and sugar and milk together for 
twenty minutes. Add the dissolved 
gelatin and stir in. Pour in the beat- 
en egg yolks in a stream, stirring all 
the time and cooking about a minute 
or two, but not so long that the mix- 
ture will curdle. 

Fold in the egg whites after the 
mixture is taken from the fire, and 
add the vanilla. This may be molded, 
used in pastry shells and with cake. 


Chocolate Pastry Creani. 

This makes a palatable pie filling. 
A tablespoon of dissolved gelatin can 
be cooked into it, but it is, perhaps, 
better flavored without. One cup of 
milk, one-half ounce of bitter choco- 
late, one cup of confectioner’s sugar 
two tablespoons of butter, two egg 
yolks beaten with one tablespoon of 
cold milk, one-half teaspoon of va- 
nilla. Melt the chocolate in a sauce- 
pan, add the butter to it, melt, and 
stir in the flour mixed with the sugar. 
Stir in the milk and cook till smooth 
and about ten minutes after that stir 
in the egg yolk and cook a minute or 
two. Flavor when nearly cold. 

These creams may all be cooked by 
one method, but a variety of methods 
have been used by cooks and some 
knowledge of these may help any cook 
to work out her own salvation.

Now, the three great needs of the 
Body while reducing, as well as at 
other times, are fuel to supply energy 
spent on work, materials to build and 
keep in repair all parts—found in the 
proteins, calciums, phosphates, and 
iron—and, third, the body needs regu- 
lating foods to keep its parts working 
smoothly. 

Remember in making up your diets 
that when they are low in calories 
you muét eat fairly plentifully of 
fruits, vegetables, milk, eggs, and un- 
milled cereals, as these, contain build- 
ing materials and regulatory elements, 
minerals, vitamins, and roughage.

WOMAN of my acquaintance, 

who gives most of her life to 

the cultivation of her voice, re- 

quests that I write to my read- 
ers about the thoughtlessness of audi- 
ences. She did not say so, but one 
gathered she had sufferea a great deal 
from what one might just as well stop 
mincing words about and call cruelty. 
Uneonscious cruelty, if you will, but 
cruelty none the less. 

When she made the request there 
was a friend of mine‘ present who is 
an . and later on she said to 
me: “Do write that article! If you 
only knew what we have to suffer 
you, would appreciate how much good 
it would do. I am sure if people knew 
how much they take away from the 
artistry of a performance by noise and 
fuss in a theater they would be quiet 
for their own sakes.”

ODERN architecture having 


branched out Within the last 
few years into homes of vari- 
ous period adaptations, we find 

there is a decided interest being shown 
' tm period furniture of authentic and 


% 


of these various homes need not nec- 
. essarily be kept “ true to type,” furni- 
ture of proper and fitting character 
‘ ghould be selected. The combining of 
_ pieces of several periods of similar 
design and character is advisable, for 
» it gives to the interior that desirable 
personal touch so essential to the indi- 
viduality of every home. 

In furnishing the colonial home, we 
have more than one type to consider 
and each in its way requires individ- 
val treatment. First. let us plan th 
-turnishing for the simple little story 

* and a half Cape Cod colonial cottage 
which is becoming most popular in 
many sections of the country. Its 

quaint exterior may be of wide siding 

“boards painted in white or may be fin- 

ished in weathered stained shingles. 
Added characteristics of this type of 
early sea coast. pioneer house are its 


__paned double hung windows, and green 
shutters flanking them on either side. 
The interior, if it follows tradition 
closely, is simple and small in dimen- 
sions, with rather low beamed ceilings. 
' The fireplaces are wide and plain in 
- design and the walls may be paneled 
in wood in the characteristic style of 
: the period. However, most of these 
*' homes are being built along modified 
and adapted lines to meet the needs 
. of the present time, rather than strict- 
» ly aecording to tradition. This permits 
‘Of more freedom in decoration and in- 
_ terior treatments in general. This free- 
. dom, however, must not be exercised 
+ too promiscuously, for in so doing it 
' is possible to destroy much of the origi- 
. mal character and charm of this type 
of cottage. 


One can readily visualize the sort 
of furniture that would best adapt it- 
self to the interior of a home of this 
style. A rather severe simplicity should 
be the keynote in general, which imme- 
diately brings to mind the many av- 
thentic reproductions and adapted 
pieces of early American furniture of 
cottage type to be found on the market 
today. These include such quaint and 
interesting pieces as thé Carver chair, 
rush bottomed roundabout chairs, slat 
or ladder back side and arm chairs, 
Windsor chairs and rotkers, carved 
chests of piigrim days, stools, small 
~eettees, easy chairs with wings, drop 
“front desks, butterfly tables, gateleg 
“tables, Pembroke tables, press cup- 
boards, chests of drawers, simple four 
“poster beds, etc. 7 
“ Many of the simply constructed 
pieces of French provincial furniture 
“may be used with early American fur- 
*niture of similar character with inter- 
_esting effect, while that of a later 
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adapted design. Though the interior.

Pewter and wrought iron played an 
important part in the early days vf 
Ameriean history, serving in various 
capacities in the home. They are 
being revived again”in the modiried 
and adapted carly American house of 
today, in the form of lighting fixtures, 
lamps, door hinges, fireplace equip- 
ment, etc. Then in lively contrast we 
find the many interesting and quaintly 
patterned prints, chintzes and cr>- 
tonfies, playing their traditional rdles 
as draperies, chair cushions, uphvl- 
stering, pillows, quilts, spreads, 
dressing tables, etc. The glass cur- 
tains_may be any one of three styles: 
Ruffled and looped back, straight hang- 
ing with shirred headings, or in two- 
tier fashion, and may be of Swiss, 
grenadine or fissured muslin. 

Both the draperies and glass cur- 
tains for such a home should be hung 
in’a simple manner, with or without 
a valance, and preferably should come 
to the bottom of the window aproa 
only. Hand or machine made braided 
of hooked rugs of suitable coloring 
should be used for the floors. ; 

Another type of interesting colonial 

home is that of the Dutch colonial 


origin. It usually boasts «4 gambrcl 
roof with dormer windows of the 


double hung type. They are generally | 


divided into twelve panes of glass, 
which are enhanced by the addition of 
the proverbial gree shutter. The fan 
light entrance door is customarily in 
the center .of the dwelling with the 
large overhanging eaves above, often 
serving as a sort of protection the 
little square porch below. e in- 
terior of the house is almost always 
divided in rather symmetrical order, 
as are the windows on the exterior. 
The red brick chimney may be in 


the center or at one end and some- 
times at both ends of the dwelling, as 
desired. 
_ A house of this type usually provides 
ample proportions for the family of 
average size, which demands that it be 
furnished with less severity than the 
cottage type of colonial dwelling. 
Since these modern replicas of early 
American afchitecture are being modi- 
fied and adapted in their interior treat- 
ments, it permits of a much wider 
scope in furniture selection for the 
home decorator. | 4 

The interior woodwork is usually in 
white or preferably in ivory with floo 
of dark stain finish and walls that are 
tinted or papered. Typical of the fire- 
place is the usual red face brick with 
white mortar joints and the framework 
and mantel around it suggesting Adam 
influence. The andirons, fire set, fen- 
der, etc., are usually of brass and 
the overmantel decoration may be a 
mirror, painting or a suitably designed 
fabric used as a wall hanging. 

The furniture may be selected from 


‘representative models of any one of 


several periods, such as Queen Anne, 
Chippendale, Heppelwhite, and the less 
ornate examples of Adam, Sheraton 
pieces, and Duncan Phyfe, with cor- 
respondingly appropriate pieces of Ja- 
cebean, William and Mary, and some 
of the Dutch and Flemish furniture 
intermingled, if desired, 

Rugs of deep, rich and rather subtle 
coloring and orienta) pattern make ex- 
cellent coverings for the floors of a 
home of this sort, acting as an ideal 
background for the furniture. The 
hand blocked linens and cretonnes 
will be found most admirable fabrics 
for the draperies and for other deco- 
rative, uses. For the glass curtains 
guch fmaterials as marquisette, grena- 
dine, filet net, Point d’Esprit, etc.,; are 
most appropriate. 

In mentioning the southern colonial 


home, which is readily identified by its 
generous dimensions and large veran- 
das supported by two story pillars of 
classic design, it is sufficient ,to say 
that its furniture should be of the 
Georgian period. This type of home 
is becoming more or less obsolete, for 
it is a difficult problem to eare for and 
heat. 

We find, however, that there is much 
interest now being manifested in 


homes of Georgian colonial architec- |. 


ture. They are built after the manner 
of the late Georgian homes of England 
and are usually constructed of red face- 


fs brick with white mortar joints. The 


roofs may be of the hip or gable va- 
riety with one or more potted chim- 


neys above. 


The entrance door is generally of 
the paneled type, painted white. It is 
flanked on either side by pilasters and 
topped by a broken or unbroken pedi- 
ment. The interior is usually in white 
or ivory combined with mahogany, 
and the walls display interesting re- 
productions of papers used at that 
time, while other rooms may be in 
painted or stained wood paneling. The 
arch, the pediment, the cornice, pilas- 
ters, wainscoting and decorative man- 
tels all display a strdéng feeling for 
the classical in design, which was 
characteristic of the period. 

This type of architecture calls for 
more formality in its interior decora- 
tions so the best of authentic repro- 
auctions of Chipfendale, Heppelwhite, 
Adam and Sheraton, with a consistent 
intermingling of other allied periods, 
of good modern adaptation, should be 
the choice. Drapery treatments should 
be more elaborate, introducing either 
the wood cornice, lambrequin or va- 
lance and such fabrics as silk damask, 
hand blocked linen, imported cretanns, 
etc.

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SN’T it odd that In many places in 
Europe the roads should be shaded 
with towering sweet cherry trees 
which in season feed the multitude 
while in America we seem never to 
have thowght of planting trees that 
would serve the purpose of producing 
fruit while-keeping the highway cool!

Long Distance 
TestsNextMonth 


Members of A. R. R. L. 
Eligible to Particijate. 


Amateur radio operators of the 
American Radio Relay league in the 
United States and Canada aimd ama- 
teurs in foreign countries will | partici- 
pate in an international test fripm Feb. 
5 to 18, inclusive, according tp F. E. 
Handy, communication manage of the 
league. 

A questionnaire recently ciiculated 
among league members, wh'kch are 
more than 18,000 in number, revealed 
an “overwhelming number in favor 
of another international relay jrarty. 

“There will be valuable prizes,” 
said Mr. Handy, “for the stations in 


‘he United States and Canada ihaking |. 


the highest total score. Tweity-five 
prizés are offered for stations 1making 
the highest scores in the United ‘States 
or Canada, considered together. Prizes 
will be presented to the only :3tation 
in the United States or Canzida to 
score with a particular foreign locality, 
and prizes have also been proviced for 
the highest scoring station im: each 
locality outside of these countr 


Regulations Changed. 


Regulations governing the JPebru- 
ary tests will be somewhat diiferent 
in arrangement, based on the «xperi- 
ence of the league in the test hele last 
May, in that as many messages may 
be sent to a given foreign localf?ty as 
the participating amateur can effect, 
but only one test message may be'sent 
to any one given foreign station. *This 
will make it possible to add materially 
to one’s score almost every time sta- 
tion is worked.” 

The new regulations have beem de- 
signed to eliminate the trouble ex peri- 
enced by amateurs in the exchanjfe of 
messages due to the one allowable mes- 
sage in a certain locality having been 
sent to the first station worked. 


Entries Close Feb. 1. 


“Due to the fact reports st 
gled in for months after the ‘thst 
contest,’’ Mr. Handy said, “a mew 
ruke has been added definitely clos- 


jing the contest on a certain date to 


prevent delay in making awards. ‘Mie 
contest will show which stations in 
locality are best for making North 
American contacts. Both the oper- 
ating ability of the amateur and tthe 
station performance will play a part 
in identifying the best United States 
and Canadian stations. 

“Any wave lengths used by anra- 
tuers may be used in this contest, 
the choice depending upon the gow- 
ernment’s regulations and which of 
the possible waves the amateur thinlks 
will give the best results. The twenty 
meter wave proved best in the larst 
tests for day and early evening worlk, 
while waves between thirty-five amd 
ninety-five meters were good for stia- 
tions when both were situated in tira 
‘dark zone’ of the world.” 

The closing date for amateur er 
trance in the contests will be Feb. J, 


1928.

F. E. Bruelheide, of Minneapolis, 
Minn., a very prominent and attive 
player, writer and lecturer, was the 
east player. He properly raised his 


“partner’s spade bid to two, on these 


cards: Spades, 9, 8, 7; hearts, 6, 4; 
diamonds, K, 10, 6, 3; clubs, A, Q, J, 9. 

Mr. Coffin, opening the second round 
of bidding, bid three hearts. Even 
without a raise from his parther, Mr. 
Coffin's high card values called for the 
rebid. The others passed, and Mr. 
Coffin became declarer with his con- 
tract three hearts. 


Mr. Work led the king of spades. 
Dummy was spread and Mr. Coffin 
played from it the 3 of spades. Mr. 
Bruelheide played the 7, his lowest of 
the suit. Mr. Coffin, before playing to 
the trick, considered the outcome of 
his play. His first aim, of course, was 
to so play that he would lose only two 
club tricks, which, with his inevitable 
loss of one spade, would not stop his 
game. 


PLANS TO RUFF 


Looking over the trumps, he found 
nine in his two hands. Two rounds of 
the suit would probably drop the 
queen. But if he took two rounds of 
trumps dummy would be left with 
only one trump for Mr. -Coffin’s losing 
clubs. That would'be sufficient if the 
ace of clubs were held by Mr. Work, 
west, so that dummy’s king would 
make. In that case declarer need 
lose but two club tricks, and would 
have his game, provided the adverse 
trumps were evenly divided. On the 
other hand, if Mr. Bruelheide, east,

held the ace of clubs, the loss of three 
club tricks seemed to be unavoidable, 
and game impossible, unless two of 
dummy’s trumps could be used for 
ruffing. Mr. Coffin therefore planned 
to attempt the ruff of two clubs. 

Having reached this decision, Mr. 
Coffin gave thought to Mr. Work’s 
probable play at trick two in case Mr. 
Coffin did not play his ace of spades 
on the first trick. He decided that the 
natural shift, if any wére made, would 
be to clubs through dummy’s king. 
This would be satisfactory to Mr. Cof- 
fin since he himself, to carry out his 
plans, intended to lead clubs to 
dummy at first opportunity. Mr. Cof- 
fin therefore played, the 2 of spades 
to the first trick, ng the inevitable 
loss of a spade trick at once, and at 
the bame time retaining command of 
the suit. 

Mr. Work, however, saw no reason 
to shift suits. e continued spades 
with the queen. Pummy played the 4; 
Mr. Brueiheide the 8; declarer the ace. 


| MUST REVISE PLAN 

Mr. Coffin then led the 2 of clubs; 
Mr. Work played the 3; dummy played 
the king, and Mr. Bruelheide the ace. 
Mr. Bruelheide saw that he probably 
could take four club tricks if dummy 
were prevented from ruffing. There- 
fore, to reduce dummy’s trump hold- 
ing, he led the 6 of hearts. Declarer 
played the ace of hearts; Mr. Work 
the 3, and\dummy the 2. 

Mr. Coffin, at this point, saw the 
necessity of revising his plans. A sec- 
ond lead of clubs by him undoubtedly 
would be followed by another \heart 
lead from the opponents, which would 
reduce dummy’s trumps to one and 
leave declarer without trump protec- 
tion in dummy for his own fourth 
club. Mr. Coffin therefore decided that 


his only remaining chance for game 
lay in a possible double squeeze. By 
leading out all of his trumps, this 


-might be accomplished. But before 


leading trumps, Mr. Coffin had to 
trump one club in dummy. He led 
the 4 of clubs; Mr. Work played the 
7; dummy the 10; Mr. Bruelheide the 


As Mr. Coffin had foreseen, Mr. 


' Bruelheide led another trump, the 4 of 


hearts; declarer played the king, Mr. 
Work the queen, dummy the 7, 

Mr. Coffin led the 6 of clubs; Mr. 
Work played the 8; dummy trumped 
with the jack of hearts; Mr. Bruelheide 


- followed suit; with the 9 of clubs. 


Dummy led the 5 of spades; Mr. 
Bruelheide played the 9%; declarer 
trumped with the 5 of hearts; Mr. Work 
played the 10 of spades. 


|  GAMEINHEARTS 


Mr. Coffin was now sure that his 
double squeeze would win, since both 
spades and clubs were shown to be 
split 4-3 betaveen the adversaries. All 
he had to do was to take three rounds 
of trumps, which would leave but two 
cards in each hand. Mr. Work, west, 
was marked with the high spade, and 
Mr. Bruelheide, east, with the high 
club. If Mr. Work did not retain a 
spade dummy’s 6 of spades would 
make, and if Mr. Bruelheide discarded 
his high club declarer’s 6 of clubs 
would make. But in order to retain 
these winning cards both east and west 
would have to discard down to one 
diamond, in which case dummy’s ace 
and jack of diamonds would make. 

Mr. Coffin led the 10 of hearts. Mr. 
Work, fully appreciating the situation, 
discarded first the 2 of diamonds; 
dummy discarded the 5 of diamonds; 
Mr. Bruelheide the 3 of diamonds. Mr. 
Coffin continued with the 9 of hearts; 
Mr. Work discarded the 7 of diamonds, 
dummy the 9 of diamonds, Mr. Bruel- 
heide the 6 of diamonds. Mr. Coffin 
led his last heart, the 8. Mr. Work 
discarded the 8 of diamonds in order 
to retain his high spade. Dummy dis- 
carded the 6 of spades. Mr. Bruelheide 
discarded the 10 of diamonds in order 
to retain his high club. 

Mr. Coffin ied the 4 of diamonds; 
Mr. Work played the queen of dia- 
monds; dummy won with the ace; Mr. 
Bruelheids played the king. Dummy’s 
jack of diamonds took the final trick. 

Declarer therefore lost but two clubs 
and one spade, thus making game on 
the hand—four odd in hearts, counting 
32. He also scored 40 points for four 
honors divided. 

Although the declarer scored, Mr. 
Bruelheide is also to be congratulated 
for his clever defense, which would 
have been effective against any less 
astute player than Mr. Coffin.

The amazing growth of the radio 
industry in the past seven years was 
the subject of an interesting address 
by J. L. Limes, assistant sales mana- 
ger of the Crosley Radio Corporation 
of Cincinnati. In seven years the 
radio business has climbed from prac- 
tically nothing to sixth position among 
industries of the United States. 

In 1921 the total volume of business 
in the entire industry was $2,000,000 
and in 1927 the estimated total volume 
was $550,000,000. The business in 1921 
consisted largely in the manufacture 
of crystal sets and three circuit 
tuners, incorporating a regenerative 


detector and two stages of amplifi- 
cation. 5 

Early in 1922 the public began to 
see the possibilities of radio develop- 
ment and there was a boom which 
brought about total sales of about 
$60,000,000.

ARDSTOWN, Ky., has three or 

four implications of distinction. 

They are altogether sentimental, 

But a monument is sentimental. 
Principally, in its own sense of impor- 
tanee, it is where Stephen Foster wrote 
“My Old Kentucky Home” and the 
house identified as the place where it 
was written exists under the name of 
the song. 

Bardstown is about 40 miles from 
Louisville and about 15 miles from 
Hodgenville. Jesse James had a hid- 
ing place near Bardstown. Abraham 
Lincoln was born at Hodgenville. 


Danie] Boone made the first Transy!l- 


vania settlement about a day's ride 
from Bardstown, at Boonesboro, on the 
Kentucky river. John Rogers Clark 
is buried in Louisville, the first Cath- 
olic cathedral west of the mountains 
was at Bardstown, and Louis Philippe, 
king of France, knowing Bardstown 
when he was the exiled Orleans 
prince, had a stomach ache there. 
A Weird Mixture. 

All this makes a-more or less rare 
combination of incident and history, 
of personality and geography, of acci- 
dents and causes. Taking the region 
in its largest consistent spread of 
land, there are Jesse James, the king 
of Prance, Abraham Lincoln, the first 
Catholic bishop of western America, 
John Rogers Clark, Daniel Boone, and 
Clark has 
left only a tiny headstone in Cave Hill 
cemetery in -Louisville. The king of 
France has left a legend. Foster has 
left his songs. Boone has left his leg- 
end, a road named for him, and a spot 
on the Kentucky river where now are 
summer shacks. There is a splendid 
inclosure about the place where Lin- 
coln was born.

They traveled a good deal, and in 
April, 1797, were in Kentucky, cross- 
ing from Nashville to Louisville, 
Louis was known as Mr. D’Orleans. 
They lodged on the Green river with 
a ferryman, on another stage with a 
farmer, and in Bardstown, to which 
they came April 20, at Capt. Bean's 
tavern. There Louis had a stomach 
ache and thought it unkind of Mrs. 
Bean to go to a bear show and leave 
him to the attentions of only his own 
f2rvant. 


The pain left him and on the sec- 
ond morning after his arrival he and 
his brothers and the servant Baudoin 
were on their horses and on their 
way. Out of this the Kentucky legend 
of Louis Philippe grew into the story 
of the paufer prince living in the two 


gabled house, in Bardstown, on the 
Bardstown or elsewhere in the 
region and supporting himself by 
teaching French, giving dancing les- 
sons, playing the violin, and otherwise 
improving the culture of a log house 
community. 

Still later in these American expe- 
riences Louis Philippe was in Havana 
and there the French citizens raised a 
purse for him. Benedict Joseph Fla- 
get, a young French priest, was asked 
to make the presentation in a tactful 
fashion which would not offend busted 
royalty, and he did.

Placed on the Throne. 

In 1808 the Roman Catholic church 
created the episcopal sees of Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, and Bards- 
town. Benedict Joseph Flaget was 
the first bishop of Bardstown, the first

cathedral being built of pillars from 
the woods. 

The revolution of 1830, overthrow- 
ing Charles X., put Louis Philippe on 
the throne of France. He was an as- 
tute politician and he had a high poli- 
tical faculty for remembering names. 
American visitors at the French court 
were astonished by his knowledge of 
frontier America and of: many fron- 
tier names, When he had been out 
in the American wilderness it is un- 
likely that many of the frontiersmen 
knew or cared who he and his broth- 
ers were. They were not using their 
identity. But when Louis was king 
the story of his American travels in 
the west was revived and it was then 
enlarged into legend. 

The see of Beardstown was trans- 
ferred to Louisville in 1841 and the 
cathedral is there. The little town now 
has the proto-cathedral. In it are a 
number of paintings which have been 
believed to have been the gifts of the 
king of France to the church of the 
town in which or near which legend 
has him spending several impoverished 
years of his life. A remembrance of 
the kindness of Bishop Flaget is sup- 
posed to have remained in the keen 
royal memory, and the presents, in- 
cluding Van Dycks, a Reubens, Muril- 
los, etc., to have been an expression 
of it. The impoverished years were 
not spent there or in any other part of 
the United States, and historical au- 
thority indicates that the gifts did not 
come from the king.

Fond of Frontier. 
They had come into the port of New 


ANDREW JACKSON. 


Orleans in October, 1827, and customs 
duties were paid on them. In 1832 
Congressman Wickliffe of the Bards- 
town district had an act passed mak- 
ing a rebate of the duties and in sup- 
porting his bill he said the presents 
were from the duke of Orleans, in 
1882 the king of the French. It is 
still maintained that they were, but 
there is the better evidence that they 
obtained in Europe for the cathedral 
by Father Charles Nerinck of Flan- 


ders. He and Father Badin of Orleans 
were the first missionary priests in 
Kentucky. 

Louis as king pretended great affec- 
tion for the American people and par- 
ticularly for the American frontier 
and what had been largely wilderness 
in ‘the west when he traveled through 
it. This included regard for Andrew 
Jackson, the backwoods aristocrat and 
soldier who had become president of 
the United States before the fugitive 
prince landed on the throne. 

* 
A Royal Hint. 


The. United States had a long stand- 
ing grievance against France that it 
had not paid the spoliation damages 
resulting from the aggressions of the 
French directorate and of Napoleon 
against American commerce and trade. 
The settlement had been agreed upon, 
but payment had drifted from one fu- 
ture to another. The United States 
insisted upon having some ae 
u- 


France paid in promises and 
turities. 

When Louis was king by virtue of 
the revolution, he whispered to 


the American minister, Edward Liv- 
ingston, that if President Jackson 
would write a sharp note to the 
French government he was sure the 
French parliament would appropriate 
for the payment of the claims. Liv- 
ingston communicated this hint to 
the state department. A French idea 
of a strong diplomatic paper and an 
1834 Jacksonian idea of it lacked sev- 
eral degrees of being congruous. Jack- 
son took the royal hint, but his notion 
of it and his application of it nearly

HEN in doubt as to how to get 
enough milk into the diet we 
may resort to the cooked 
, PF creams for our desserts, if 
we find we cannot with the cream soups 
and sauces get our milk into the early 
part of a menu. And with the cooked 
creams we should include the custards 
and custard sauces, which have many 
uses but are more likely to appear in 


Varying the Simplest Pudding. 

Instead of the white sugar, brown 
or a cane sirup can be used in the 
above recipe, in which case no flavor- 
ing will be required. Or an egg can 
be added to it thus: Beat the yolk 
of the egg and after the milk has 
thickened and the flour surely cooked 
stir it well into the cooked mixture. 
Remove from stove and fold into the 
egg white beaten to a snow and add 
flavor. 

Other variations may be made with 
success, according to the skill and 
even according to the idiosyncrasies 
of the cook doing the work. 


Chocolate Variation. 

For two cups of this pudding with 
or without the egg, as above, add two 
tablespoons of melted chocolate before 
the egg yolk. This may be melted 
and cooked with the flour, milk and 
sugar first or with a little of the milk 
first.

Two cups of milk, four tablespoons 
of oornstarch, two tablespoons of flour, 
half a cup of sugar, two egg yolks, 


‘and-finally a teaspoon of butter and 


one of vanilla. Cook the cornstarch, 
milk. and sugar and perhaps a pinch 
of salt until it thickens, either in a 
double boiler in the old fashioned way 
or directly over a small fire, stirring 
all the time and almost as much if in 
the double boiler. When this is thick, 
stir in the beaten yolks of eggs and 
cook for a little, then add vanilla and 
pour the whole into a pan rinsed out 
With cold water, spreading it an inch 
thick, and set this away to cool, . 

When ready to fry, cut the cream 
in Small squares or oblongs and roll 
each piece in cake crumbs—dry sponge 
cake crumbs are excéllent. Then dip 
in @gg and again in crumbs and fry 
in Geep fat or “flat fry” in butter—

The squares are soft and luscious, 
and do not need a sauce, but powdered 
sugar may be sprinkled over them. 
An older way to cook the milk and 
cornstarch is to Wet it and the flour 
With a little milk, bring the rest of 
the milk to a boiling point, pour it 
over the wet up cornstarch and flour, 
and stir and cook for ten minutes or 
up to twenty on account of the flour.

Cream Pudding Without Eggs.

Put these together with constant stir- 
ring while they are cooking in a sauce- 
pan or double boiler. Flavor to taste 
to get a pudding more or less of the 
blanc mange type. 

A little whipped cream served with 
each of these two portions makes for 
eiegancy and makes the absence of 
egg bardly noticeable. 


formula two tablespoons s of butter. If 
you want a particularly sweet pud- 
ding use a little more than one-half 
cup of these other sweetenings. With 
cane sirup a pudding can be made’ so 
that egg will be least missed, espe- 
clally when ‘served with whipped 
cream. 

But this pudding may also have egg 
for the sake of a change, the yolk 
stirred into the cooked preparation, 
which may then be put into a buttered 
baking dish—perhaps a rather smal] 
and deep one of glass, and then the 
stiffly beaten egg white with two ta- 
blespoons of sugar be put on as a 
meringue and browned a little in the 
oven. Theregg white can be piped on, 
especially when this pudding is made 
of four cups of milk and other in- 
gredients in proportion. In making 
the butterscotch variety of this cream 
pudding, without egg, you will like to 
be rather generous with the cream. 


Dressy Variety of Cooked Cream. 

Make small portion of the plain, the 
chocolate and the butterscotch and 
put them together in a pudding dish, 
over which a meringue may be used. 
The white part may be made pink 
with a few cinnamon drops, if to 
taste. 

A layer of these puddings when 
cooked will set quickly, and it may 
be put im a dish, the next added, etc. 

Gelatin in Simplest Cream. 

Pastry creams often contain a little 
gelatin, for well known reasons, and 
in this simplest pudding a little may 
be used instead of any egg when that 
might be desired. Use a glass bread 
pan and mold the pudding, which will 
be somewhat like a brick of ice cream. 
It may be fixed up in layers as above. 

With whipped cream these may be 
served as something quite fine. | 

Cane Sirup Tapioca Pudding. 

For enough for four servings take 
two tablespoons of granulated tapi- 
oca, two cups of milk, from one-fourth 
to one-half cup of cane sirup, one- 
half teaspoon salt, two egg yolks, or 
use whole eggs. Put milk and tapioca 
together and stir over the fire until 
the tapioca is transparent, or use 
double boiler. | 


Beat the egg yolks, add the salt, 
then pour the hot mixture over them, 
beating all the time. Put over the fire 
again and cook until the whole thick- 
ens. Take from the fire and, if you 
like a little vanilla, add it and cool. 
When it has cooled chill the pudding 
for two hours before serving it. 

If the whole eggs are used the 
whites may be folded in when the pud- 
ding has been taken from the fire. The 
sort of sweeteniiig used seems to show 
up less when yolks alone are used. 


Farina Variation. 

Mix two tablespoons of farina with 
two cups of milk and cook for half 
an hour in a double boiler. If in a 
double boiler this will not need stir- 
ring until it is to be mixed with the 
egg. While hot, add half a teaspoon 
of salt and a little liquid, should it 
need a little thinning. When it has 
cooled, add half a cup of sugar and 
the well beaten yolks of two eggs. 
Finally, f>ld in the stiffly beaten whites 
of eggs. 

Bake for half an hour in a buttered 
pudding dish, with or without flavor- 
ing. Perhaps a little nutmeg gives as 
good an effect as anything but vanilla 
or lemon juice may please, lt may not 
be flavored, but served with. plain 
aweetened cream and nutmeg. It may 
also be eaten with jelly or marmalade. 

The top of the pudding when baked 
may have a meringue if the egg white 
will not stay down in it. 


One Egg Cream Cake Filling. 

Elegant pastry creams containing 
many egg yolks are combined vari- 
ously with cake, but the following, 
when put between a split layer of 
sponge cake, gives a variety of the 
Boston cream pie which igs gimple 
but excellent, and exceedingly well 
liked by men who do not like some 
other desserts of this nature: One 
cup of milk, one and a half teaspoons 
of cornstarch, one-half cup of sugar. 
one-fourth cup of butter, one egg, fla- 
vor to taste. The newer way to cook 
this is to combine cornstarch, sugar 
and cream and cook till thick, but 
the old way was to scald the milk, 
add the sugar and butter, then the 
cornstarch mixed with a little cold 
milk, and then cook till thick, quick- 
ly or quicker, because the milk is 
hot. 

When this is thick pour it on the 
slightly beaten egg, and spread be- 
tween the thick layer of sponge cake 
which has been split in two. Leave 
for half a day to allow the cream, 
which was rather hot when put in, 
to soak into the cake. If you like, 
powder the top with icing sugar. 

Variations of One Ege Cream. 

This cream may be flavored vari- 


ously or have half a cup of chopped 
pecans or other nuts added to it. 


Carameied filberts, ground and used for 


a filling, or sprinkled over a layer of 
the cream, make it most flavorous and 
delicious. 
Sliced bananas may be used with it. 
Carameled Filbert Crumbs. 
Blanch a half cup of shelled filberts. 
Use boiling water and a knife to peel. 


Let dry well and then caramelize by | 


using three-fourths of a cup of granu- 
lated sugar with a pinch of salt. Melt 
the sugar in a frying pan over a low 
fire and, when entirely melted, add the

Pastry Cream with Gelatin. 

One cup of milk, four tablespoons 
of flour, one cup of confectioner’s 
sugar, three egg yolks, one teaspoon 
of gelatin dissolved in two tablespoons 
of boiling water, three beaten egg 
whites, one teaspoon vanilla. Cook the 
flour and sugar and milk together for 
twenty minutes. Add the dissolved 
gelatin and stir in. Pour in the beat- 
en egg yolks in a stream, stirring all 
the time and cooking about a minute 
or two, but not so long that the mix- 
ture will curdle. 

Fold in the egg whites after the 
mixture is taken from the fire, and 
add the vanilla. This may be molded, 
used in pastry shells and with cake. 


Chocolate Pastry Cream. 
This makes a palatable pie filling. 


_A tablespoon of dissolved gelatin can 


be cooked into it, but it is, perhaps, 
better flavored without. One cup of 


milk, one-half ounce of bitter choco- |. 


late, one cup of confectioner’s sugar, 
two tablespoons of butter, two egg 
yolks beaten with one tablespoon of 
cold milk, one-half teaspoon of va- 
nilla.

Supplementing Eliminations. 


Now, the three great needs of the 
body while reducing, as well as at 
other times, are fuel to supply energy 
spent on work, materials to build and 
keep in repair all parts—found in the 
proteins, calciums, phosphates, and 
iron—and, third, the body needs regu- 
lating foods to keep its parts working 
smoothly. 

Remember in making up your diets 
that when they are low in calories 
you must eat fairly plentifully of 
fruits, vegetables, milk, eggs, and un- 
milled cereals, as these contain build- 
ing materials and regulatory elements, 
minerals, vitamins, and roughage. 


More Sample Menus. 


You may continue with the menus I 
gave you in preceding chapters. Or 
from your calorie list you may arrange 
your own meals. In case you may 
have lost those other menus, perhaps 
I had better give you a couple of sam- 
ple days’ meals again. Other readers 
who may have delayed getting in on 
this reducing course of ours can start 
in on a little reducing course of their 
own, also arranging their meals to fol- 
low the 1,300-1,400 calorie samples fol- 
lowing:

WOMAN of my acquaintance, 
who gives most of her life to 
the cultivation of her voice, re- 
quests that I write to my read- 
ers about the thoughtlessness of audi- 
ences. She did not say so, but one 
gathered she had sufferea a great deal 
from what one might just as well stop 
mincing words about and call cruelty. 
Unconscious cruelty, if you will, but 
cruelty none the less. 

When she made the request there 
Was a friend of mine present who is 
an actress, and later on she said to 
me: “Do write that article! If you 
only knew what we have to suffer 
you would appreciate how much good 
it would do. I am sure if people knew 
how much they take away from the 
artistry of a performance by noise and 
fuss in a theater they would be quiet 
for their own sakes.” 


I have a number of friends in the 
theater, and since then I have asked 
them about the effect that audiences 
have on their work. One and all, in- 
cluding two well known musicians, 
stated that they can tell instantly 
whether the audience is responsive or 
mot, and that they have seen whole 
performances go wrong because of 
gome disturbance in the house. 

They were, for the most part, very 
uncomplaining of the audience and 
most tolerant of the fact that they 
were out for amusement and were 


and vulgar even to mention, there are 
a number of things that many other- 
wise polite persons do in coneert halls 
and theaters that could well be left 
undone, to the gratification of all. 


First of all, there are the coughers. 
If any one has such a bad cold that 
he must cough ceaselessly as one has 
heard many persons in theaters do, he 
should stay at home not only for his 
health’s sake, or for the comfort of 
those present, but also for the sake 
of the general health, for such a per- 
son communicates germs. 

Then there are the nervous, con- 
tagious coughers. One of them starts 
a tiny hack, half suppressed, some one 
sitting a bit away hears it and coughs 
a little louder in sympathy. Not far 
away from him is some one else who 
remembers that tickling in the throat 
and coughs louder still. He, in turn, 
starts the old lady who has left her 
lozenges in the other bag and she just 
MUST cough, and so on, louder and 
louder until the beautiful thrilling 
last note of a song practiced for weeks 
is lost in the raucous din, or the scarce 
spoken word which makes the drama 
dies aborning.

Then there are the fussers—they 
shish and fuss and fiddle. There is a 
draft, there is not a draft.

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Here Are Suggestions 
tor the Furnishing of 
the Early American, 
Datch Colonial, and 
Georgian T ypes of 


By Phyllis Marsh 


ODERN < architecture having 
branched out within the last 
few years into homes of vari- 
ous period adaptations, we find 
there is a decided interest being shown 
in period furniture of authentic and 
adapted désign. Though the interior 
of these various horhes need not nec- 
essarily be kept “ true to type,” furni- 
ture of proper and fitting character 
should be selected. -The combining of 
pieces of several periods of similar 


ie design and character is advisable, for 


it gives to the interior that desirable 
personal touch so essential to the indi- 
viduality of every home. 

In furnishing the colonial home, we 
have more than one type to eonsider 
and each in its way requires individ- 
ual treatment. First, let us plan the 
furnishing for the simple little story 


* and a half Cape Cod colonial cottage 


which is becoming most popular in 
many sections of the country. Its 
quaint exterior may be of wide siding 


_ boards painted in white or may be fin- 


ished in weathered stained _shingles. 
Added characteristics of this type of 
early sea coast pioneer house are its 
large center chimney, gable roof, small 
paned double hung windows, and green 
shutters flanking them on either side. 

The interior, if it follows tradition 
closely, is simple and small in dimen- 
sions, with rather low beamed ceilings. 
The fireplaces are wide and plain in 
design and the walls may be paneled 
in wood in the characteristic style of 
the period. However; most of these 


- homes are being built along modified 


and adapted lines to meet the needs 
of the present time, rather than strict- 
ly according to tradition. This permits 
of more freedom in decoration and in- 
terior treatments in general. This free- 


‘dom, however, must not be exercised 


too promiscuously, for in so doing it 
is possible to destroy much of the origi- 
nal character and charm of this type 
of cottage. 


One can readily visualize the sort 
of furniture that would best adapt it- 
self to the interior of a home or this 
style. A rather severe simplicity should 
be the keynote in general, which imme- 


diately brings to mind the many au- 


thentic reproductions and adapted 
pieces of early American furniture of 
cottage type to be found on the market 
today. These include such quaint and 
interesting pieces as the Carver chair, 
rush bottomed roundabout chairs, slat 


or ladder back side and arm chairs, 


Windsor chairs and rockers, carved 
chests of pilgrim days, stools, small 
settees, easy chairs with wings, drop 
front desks, butterfly tables, gateleg 
tables, Pembroke tables, press cup- 
boards, chests of drawers, simple four 
poster beds, etc. 

Many of the simply constructed 
pieces of French provincia] furniture 
may be used with early American fur- 
niture of similar character with inter- 
esting effect, while that of a later 


-

representative American period and of 
similar type may be harmoniously com- 
bined. 

Pewter and wrought iron played an 
important part in the early days of 
American history, serving in various 
capacities in the home. They are 
being revived again in the modified 
and adapted carly American hovfse of 
today, in the form of lighting fixtures, 
lamps, door hinges, fireplace equip- 
ment, etc. Then in lively contrast we 
find the many interesting and quaintly 
patterned prints, chintzes and crs 
tonnes, playing their traditional rdéles 
as draperies, chair cushions, uphcl- 
stering, pillows, quilts, spreads, skirted 
dressing tables, etc. The glass cur- 
tains may be any one of three styles: 
Ruffled and looped back, straight hang- 
ing with shirred headings, or in two- 
tier fashion, and may be of Swiss, 
grenadine or figured muslin. 

Both the draperies and glass cur- 
tains for such a home should be hung 
in a simple manner, with or without 
a valance, and preferably should come 
to the bottom of the window apron 
only. Hand or machine made braided 
or hooked rugs of suitable coloring 
should be used for the floors. 

Another type of interesting colonial 
home is that of the Dutch colonial 
origin. It usually boasts « gambrcl 
roof with dormer windows of the 
double hung type. They are generally 
divided into twelve panes of glass, 
which are enhanced by the addition of 
the proverbial gree . shutter. The fan 
light entrance door is customarily in 
the center of the dwelling with the 
large overhanging eaves above, often 
serving as a sort of protection to the 
little square porch below. The in- 
terior of the house is almost always 
divided in rather symmetrical order, 
as are the windows on the exterior. 
The red brick chimney may be in 


the center or at one end and some- 
times at both ends of the dwelling, as 
desired. 

A house of this type usually provides 
ample proportions for the family of 
average size, which demands that it be 
furnished with less severity than the 
cottage type of colonial dwelling. 
Since these modern replicas of early 
American architecture are being modi- 
fied and adapted in their interior treat- 
ments, it permits of a much wider 
scope in furniture selection for the 
home decorator. 

The interior woodwork is usually in 
white or preferably in ivory with floors 
of dark stain finish and walls that are 
tinted or papered. Typical of the fire- 
place is the usual red face brick with 
white mortar joints and the framework 
and mantel around it suggesting Adam 
influence. The andirons, fire set, fen- 
der, etc., are usually of brass and 
the overmantel decoration may be a 
mirror, painting or a suitably designed 
fabric used as a wall hanging. 

The furniture may be selected from 
representative models of any one of 
several periods, such as Queen Anne, 
Chippendale, Heppelwhite, and the less 
ornate examples of Adam, Sheraton 
pieces, and Duncan Phyfe, with cor- 
respondingly appropriate pieces of Ja- 
cobean, William and Mary, and some 
of the Dutch and Flemish furniture 
intermingled, if desired. 


Rugs of deep, rich and rather subtle 
coloring and oriental pattern make ex- 
cellent coverings for the floors of a 
home of this sort, acting as an ideal 
background for the furniture. The 
hand blocked linens and _ cretonnes 
will be found most admirable fabrics 
for the draperies and for other deco- 
rative uses. For the glass curtains 
such materials as marquisette, grena- 
dine, filet net, Point d’Esprit, etc., are 
most appropriate. 

In mentioning the southern colonial 


home, which is readily identified by its 
generous dimensions and large veran- 
das supported by two story pillars of 
classic design, it is sufficient to say 
that its furniture should be of the 
Georgian period. This type of home 
is becoming more or less obsolete, for 
it is a difficult problem to care for and 
heat. 

We find, however, that there is much 
interest now being manifested in 
homes of Georgian colonial architec- 
ture. They are built after the manner 
of the late Georgian homes of England 
and are usually constructed of red face- 
brick with white mortar joints. The 
roofs may be of the hip or gable va- 
riety with one or more potted chim- 
neys above. 


The entrance door is generally of 
the paneled type, painted white. It is 
flanked on either side by pilasters and 
topped by a broken or unbroken pedi- 
ment. The interior is usually in white 
or ivory combined with mahogany, 
and the walls display interesting re- 
productions of papers used at that 
time, while other rooms may be in 
painted or stained wood paneling. The 
arch, the pediment, the cornice, pilas- 
ters, wainscoting and decorative man- 
tels all display a strong feeling for 
the classical in design, which was 
characteristic of the period. 


This type of architecture calls for 
more formality in its inferior decora- 
tions so the best of authentic repro- 
ductions of Chippendale, Heppelwhite, 
Adam and Sheraton, with a consistent 
intermingling of other allied periods, 
of good modern adaptation, should be 
the choice. Drapery treatments should 
be more elaborate, introducing either 
the wood cornice, lambrequin or va- 
lance and such fabrics as silk damask, 
hand blocked linen, imported cretonns, 
etc. 

Today's sketch pictures the interior 


of a modern Georgian colonial home.

Bardstown road or elsewhere in the 
region and supporting himself by 
teaching French, giving dancing les- 
sons, playing the violin, and otherwise 
improving the culture of a log house 
community. 

Still later in these American expe- 
riences Louis Philippe was Havana 
and there the French citizens raised a 
purse for him. Benedict Joseph Fila- 
get. a young French priest, was asked 
to miake the presentation in a tactful

Placed on the Throne. 

In 1808 the Roman Catholic church 
created the episcopal sees of Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, and Bards- 
town, Benedict Joseph Flaget wus

The revolution of 1830, overthrow- 
fhe Charles X., put Louis Philippe on 
the throne of France. He was an as- 
tute politician and he had a high poll- 
tical faculty for remembering names. 
American visitors at the French court 
were astonished by his knowledge of 
frontier America and of many fron- 
tier names. en he had been out 
in the Amefican wilderness it is yn- 
likely. that many of the frontiersmen 
knew or cared who he and his broth- 
ers were. They were not using their 
identity. But when Louis was king 
the stdry of his American travelgin 
the west was revived and it was then 
enlarged into legend. 

The see of Beardstowh was trans- 
ferred to Louisville in 1841 and the 
cathedral is there. The little town now 
has the proto-cathedral. In it are a 
number of paintings which have been 
believed to have been the gifts of the 
king of France to the church of the 
towg in which or near which legend 
has him spending several impoverished 
years of his life. A remembrance of 
the kindness of Bishop Faget is sup- 
posed to havé remained in the keen 
royal memory, and the presents, in- 
cluding Van Dycks; a Reubens, Muril- 
los, etc., to have been an expression 
of it.

Cream Pies. 


Pies which have only the lower 
crifst, some filling like a cooked cream, 
and then perhaps a méringue are casy 
for a beginner.

Pastry Cream with Gelatin. 
One cup of milk, four tablespoons 
of flour, one cup of confectioner’s 
Sugar, three egg yolks, one teaspoon 
of geldtin dissolved in two tablespoons 
of boiling water, three beaten egg 
whites, one teaspoon vanilla. Cook the 
flour and sugar and milk together for 
twenty minutes. Add the dissolved 
gelatin and stir in. ePour in the beat- 
en egg yolks in a stream, stirring all 
the time and cooking about a minute 
or two, but not so long that the miz- 
ture will curdle. 

Fold in the egg whites after the 
mixture is takén frdm the fire, and 
add the vanilla. This may be molded, 
used in pastry shells and with cake, 


Chocolate Pastry Cream. 

This makes a palatable pie filling. 
A tablespoon of dissolved gelatin can 
be cooked into it, but. it is, perhaps, 
Detter flavored without. One cup of 
milk, one-half ounce of bitter choco- 
late, one cup of confectioner’s sugar, 
two tablespoons of butter, two eggs 
yolks beaten with one tablespoon of 
cold milk, one-half teaspoon of va- 
nilla. Melt the chocolate in a sauce- 
pan, add the butter to it, melt, and 
stir in the flour mixed with the sugar. 
Stir in the milk and cook till smooth 
and about ten minutes after that stir 
in the egg yolk and cook a minute or 
two. Flavor when nearly cold. 

These creams may all be cooked by 
one method, but a variety of methods 
have been used by cooks and some 
knowledge of these may help any cook 
to work out her own salvation.

Fuels: Starches, sugars, fats and 
proteins.

Here Are Suggestions 

for the Furnishing of 

the Early American, 

Dutch Colonial, and 
Georgian T ypes of 

Home. 


as By Phyllis Marsh 
ODERN architecture having 
branched out within the last 
few years into homes of vari- 
ous period adaptations, we find 
_ there is a decided interest being shown 
_4n period furniture of authentic and 
adapted design. Though the interior 
of these various homes need not nec- 
essarily be kept “true to type,”’ furni- 
ture of proper and fitting character 
should be selected. The combining of 
pieces of several periods of similar 
design and character is advisable, for 
it gives to the interior that desirabie 
personal touch so essential to the indi- 

viduality of every home. 

In furnishing the colonial home, we 
_ have more than one type to consider 
and each in its way requires individ- 
| Gal treatment. First, let us plan the 
furnishing for the simple little story 
and a half Cape Cod colonial cottage 
which is becoming most popular in 
sections of the country. Its 
: quaint exterior may be of wide siding 
. boards painted in white or may be fin- 
_ “ished in weathered stained shingles. 
, Added characteristics of this type of 
‘early sea coast pioneer house are its 
at large center chimney, gable roof, small 
ibe ad ‘ paned double hung windows, and green 
| . Shutters flanking them on either side. 
The interior, if it follows tradition 
i , closely, is simple and small] in dimen- 
: + * sions, with rather low beamed ceilings. 
i . The fireplaces are wide and plain in 
; design and the walls may be paneled 
-in wood in the characteristic style of 
_ the period. However, most of these 
, homes are being built along modified 
‘and adapted lines to meet the needs 
‘of the present time, rather than strict- 
ly according to tradition. This permits 
,of more freedom in decoration and in- 
‘terior treatments in general. This free- 
‘dom, however, must not be exercised 
- too promiscuously, for in so doing it 
is possible to destroy much of the origi- 
‘mal character and charm of this type 
_ of cottage. | |

' One can readily visualize the sort 
‘of furniture that would best adept it- 
gpelf to the interior of a home this 
aa style. A rather severe simplicity should 
ibe the keynote in general, which imme- 
diately brings to mind the many au- 
| thentic reproductions and adapted 
ant pieces of early American furniture of 
ae cottage type to be found on the market 
7140 ‘today. These include such quaint and 
t* ‘interesting pieces as the Carver chair,

representative American period and of 
similar type may be harmoniously com- 
bined. 

Pewter and wrought iron played an 
important part in the early days of 
American history, serving in various 
capacitjes in the’ home. They are 
being revived again in the modified 
and adapted carly American house of 
today, in the form of lighting fixtures, 
lamps, door hinges; fireplace equip- 
ment, etc. Then in lively contrast we 
find the many interesting and quaintly 
patterned prints, chintzes and cr>- 
tonnes, playing their traditiona)] roles 
as draperies, chair cushions, uphcl- 
stering, pillows, quilts, spreads, skirted 
dressing tables, etc. The glass cur- 
tains may be any one of three styles: 
Ruffied and looped back, straight hang- 
ing with shirred headings, or in twod- 
tier fashion, and may be of Swiss, 
grenadine or figured muslin. 

Both the draperies and glass cur- 
tains for such a home should be hung 
in a simple manner, with or without 
a valance, and preferably should come 
to the bottom of the window apro: 
only. Hand or machine made braided 
or hooked rugs. of suitable coloring 
should be used for the floors. 


Another type of interesting colonial 
home is that of the Dutch colonia! 
origin. It usually boasts 4 gambrvi 
roof with dormer windows of the 
double hung type. They are generally 
divided into twelve panes of glass, 
which are enhanced by the addition of 
the proverbial gree shutter. The fan 
light entrance door is customarily in 
the center of the dwelling with the 
large overhanging eaves above, often 
serving as a sort of protection to the 
little square porch below. The in- 
terior of the house is almost always 
divided in rather symmetrical order, 
as are the windows on the exterior. 
The red brick chimney may be in 


the center or at one end and some- 
times at both ends of the dwelling, as 
desired. . 

A house of this type usually provides 
ample proportions for the family of 
average size, which demands that it be 
furnished with less s¢verity than the 
cottage type of colonial dwelling. 
Since these modern replicas of early 
American architecture are being modi- 
fied and adapted in their interior treat- 
ments, it permits of a much wider 
scope in furniture selection for the 
home decorator. 

The interior woodwork is usually in 
white or preferably in ivory with floors 
of dark stain finish and walls that are 
tinted or papered. Typical of the fire- 
place is the usual red face brick with 
white mortar jvints and the framework 
and mantel around it suggesting Adam 
influence. The andirons, fire set, fen- 
der, etc., are usually of brass and 
the overmantel decoration may be a 
mirror, painting or a suitably designed 
fabric used as a wall hanging. 

The furniture may be selected from 
representative models of any one of 
several periods, such as Queen Anne, 
Chippendale, Heppelwhite, and the less 
ornate examples of Adam, Sheraton 
pieces, and Duncan Phyfe, with cor- 
respondingly appropriate pieces of Ja- 
cobean, William and Mary, and some 
of the Dutch and Flemish furniture 
intermingled, if desired. 


Rugs of deep, rich and rather subtle 
coloring and oriental pattern make ex- 
cellent coverings for the floors of a 
home of this sort, acting as an ideal 
background for the furniture. The 
hand blocked linens’ and cretonnes 
will be found most admirable fabrics 
for the draperies and for other deco- 
rative uses. For the glass curtains 
such materials as marquisette, grena- 
dine, filet net, Point d’Esprit, etc., are 
most appropriate. 

In mentioning the southern colonial 


home, which is readily identified by its 
generous dimensions and large veran- 
das supported by two story pillars of 
classic design, it is sufficient to say 


that its furniture should be of the 


Georgian period. This type of home 
is becoming more or less obsolete, for 
it is a difficult problem to care for and 
heat. 

We find, however, that there is much 
interest now being manifested in 


homes of Georgfan colonial architec- 


ture. They are built after the manner 
of the late Georgian homes of England 
and are usually constructed of red face- 
brick with white ‘mortar joints. The 
roofs may be of tie hip or gable va- 
riety with one or more potted chim- 
neys above. 


The entrance door is generally of 
the paneled type, painted white. It is 
flanked on either side by pilasters and 
topped by a broken or unbroken pedi- 
ment, The interior is usually in white 
or i¥ory combined with mahogany, 
and the walls dispiay interesting re- 
productions of papers used at that 
time, while other rooms may be in 
painted or stained wood paneling. The 
arch, the pediment, the cornice, pilas- 
ters, wainscoting and decorative man- 
tels all display a strong feeling for 
the classical in design, which was 
characteristic of the peri d. 


This type of architecture calls for 
more formality in its interior decora- 
tions so the best of authentic repro- 
ductions of Chippendale, Heppelwhite, 
Adam and Sheraton, with a consistent 
intermingling of other allied periods, 
of good modern adaptation, should be 
the choice. Drapery treatments should 
be more elaborate, introducing either 
the wood cornice, lambrequin or va- 
lance and such fabrics as silk damask, 
hand blocked linen, imported cretonns, 
etc. °

SN’T it odd that in many places in 
| Europe the roads should be shaded 

with towering sweet cherry trees 

which in season feed the multitude 
while in America we seem never to 
have thought of planting trees that 
would serve the purpose of producing 
fruit while keeping the highway cool! 
Of the two kinds of cherries, those 
that are sweet and those that are sour, 
the former grow on much the bigger 
trees. They grow upright to a height 
of forty or sixty feet and form a thick 
top with many leaves. It is these that 
make good shade trees and that also 
produce the sort of fruit that is best 
for eating fresh. 
A hundred years ago, in Europe, 
there was much rivalry among what 
were then the smaller nations that 
have since been bound together as 
Germany. Each tried tg do as much 
as it could to make its people happy. 
In those days, and even yet, in Europe 
the plain people travel from village 
to village on foot. There was reason, 
therefore, why the roadside should be 
made attractive. 
In Moravia in the north there was 
a roadway which for sixty miles was 
bordered on both sides by sweet cherry 
trees. From Strasburg, in the south,

The public is welcome to help itself 
to these roadside cherries. The per- 
sons whose properties border these 
roads are supposed to have first call 
on them: if they went the fruit of 
any particular trees. Under these cit- 
cumstances they tie a wisp of straw to 
a branch which overhangs the road. 
This is a sign which the public re 
spects. There are plenty of cherries, 
so if the landowner wants those of a 
certain tree he is welcome to them. 

These cherries have an interesting 
history in their relation to the people 
of Europe.; They did not grow on that 
continent until about the time of Cae- 
sar, The Roman general, Lucullus, 
returnirig in 70 B, C. from Victorious 
campaigns in Asia Minor, brought 
seeds of a fruit he had eaten there. 
They were planted and .in due course 
cherries were grown in Italy.. The 
fruit became popular. The Roman le- 
giond in their campaigns carried 
cherry seeds with them wherever they 
went. It was thus that they came to 
England in the first century after 
Christ. The cherry thrived throughout 
most of Europe and has been close to 


ever since.

On the sixth day after the killing of Mortis and ~ 


Rees he posted another letter to the jeweler in 
Berlin. In effect it read: 

“One more cup, please, just like the last one 
ordered. Engtave it with the following: 

“2. Martinsyde 1. 23. 9. 16.” , 

A week later, on the thirtieth of September, 1916, 
he shot another two seater, and the happy' 
little G jeweler in Berlin scratched the blood 
victory on another silver tombstone. 

His fo and fifth victorious combats were with

speedy Al tractor that Richthofen flew. 
Richthofen downed hig fifth on Oct. 16 and his 
sixth on Oct. 25, a fact that he mentioned simply to 
his mother: 

“The weather is rather poor here now but, even 
s0, I brought down my sixth Britisher yesterday.” 

Although winter was approaching and the chang- 
ing elements added to the difficulties of the con- 
flicting forces, the long series of bloody encounters 
known as the Battles of the Somme, 1916, conipris- 
ing a part of the allied offensive of that year, con- 
tinued with unrelenting fury. 

And then, on Oct. 28, came.a disaster that went 


_ deep to Richthofen’s heart. His master, his hero, 


his air god—Boelke the Great—,was killed. 

It happened toward the end of the Battle of the 
Ancre Heights, after the British ground forces had 
captured the Schwaben and Stuff redoubts and parts 
of the Regina trench systém. 

Boelke was leading his jagdstaffel of six fighting 
planes on ‘his Iast flight. His spirit always ani- 
mated his pupils: “We always had a wonderful 
feeling of security when he was with us,” are the 
words of Richthofen. 

Although outnumbered three to one and far away 
from their own Jines, two British planes immediately 
accepted battle. Boelke dived on-one of the planes. 
Richthofen, right behind his master, fastened him- 
self above the tail of the other machine and poured 
in a murderous stream of lead, but the flying uhlan 
had to pull out of the fight because of the return 
fire be encountered and because one of his com- 
rades dived between him and his intended quarry. 

Then down from above came another German 
Albatross with another of Boelke’s pupils, a favorite, 
at the controls. He was diving at a terrific speed

to the assistance of his-master. His eyes were on 
the enemy plane. 

But the newcomer watched too closely his enemy 
and not his leader. As he swept past to the at- 
tack the tip of one of his planes touched the tip of 
Boelke’s right wing. 

‘The pupil who had collided with Boelke fol- 
lowed him down and, as the master’s plane came 
out on the under side of the cloud curtain, the hor- 
ror stricken disciple saw that the falling Albatross 
was minus one complete plane. 

Weakened by the jolt of the collision, {t had been 
torn off by the rush of air in the increasingly rapid 
descent. It plunged downward, entirely out of con- 
trol. Thus perished the man whom Richthofen held 
to be the greatest air fighter in the world. 

Boelke’s body lay in state in the military hospi- 
tal at Cambrai. His military funeral behind the 
front was one of the most impressive ceremonies of 
the war. | 

Richthofen returned from Boelke’s funeral and 
wrote to his mother as follows: 

“With the Boelke Combat Sq 


Nov. 3, 1916. 

“ Liebe Mantma: . 

“ Unfortunately, I missed the train after Boelke’s 
funeral, to which I was detailed as the representa- 
tive of the squadron. Now I can only visit you at 
the middle of the month. 

“ During the funeral services and in the proces- 
sion I carried a pillow displaying his decbrations. 

' The funeral was like that of a reigning prince. 

“ During six weeks we have had, out of twelve 
pilots, six dead and one wounded, while two have 
suffered a complete nervous collapse. Yesterday I 
-brought down my seventh shortly after I had ac- 
counted for my sixth. The ill luck of all the others 
has not yet affected my neryes.” 2 

Richthofen, as one of the three survivors of the 
original twelve pilots of the jagdstaffe], was placed 
in command of the formation, which from that 
time on, by special citation of the high . 
was designated as the Jagdstaffel Boelke. 


WELVE days after Boelke’s death the flying 
uhlan had an opportunity to test the fighting 
capacity of the jagdstaffel in an air battle 
that, for the number of machines engaged, was the 
greatest in the war up to: that time. 

Eighty airplanes and more than 100 knights of 
the blue took part in that aerial tourney ef death— 
at least, that is the aggregate of the estimates of 
both sides as to the strength of the enemy they 
encountered. 

It was on the morning of Nov. 9, 1016, during 
the last phase of the allied offensive of 1916, which 
was to end ten days later with the capture of Beau- 
bright and ek 

r y was bright clear. “ Carry on!” 
out the O. C.’s in the Royal Flying corps ans 
off the Bapaume road. | 

Hardly twenty miles away, almost due east, but 
on the other side of the German line, another man 
was sampling the weather, rubbing his hands 
briskly, breathing delicious lungfuls of the fresh 
morning air, and gazing into the bright sky with a 
smile of approval. 

He was his royal highness, the Grand Duke 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, a noble relation of Emperor / 
William and King George. 

His headquarters were situated close to the occu- 
pied French village of Vraucourt, in the center of 
which was a large beet sugar factory that had been 
taken over by the Germans for the storing of vast 
quantities of material, mostly explosives. It was 
the principal munitions dump for the sector. It 
was near not far from Richthofen’s air- 
drome. 

Some forty or fifty eyes of the air looked at the 
spot marked Vraucourt on their flying maps shortly 
after 8 o'clock, when wixteen heavy English bomb- 
ing machines, with their escort of fourteen fighting 
planes, climbed into the morning sun and nosed 
their propellers eastward. 

The objective of the English operation was to 


- bomb Vraucourt and its environs, and particularly 


the sugar factory, with a couple of carefully selected 
and martially correct visiting cards to be dropped 
on his royal highness the grand duke of Saxe-Co- 
* The Boelke jagdstaffel of fighting Albatross

on a long, steep swoop toward the slow going bomb 
carriers, plodding along at their best speed several 
thousand feet below their escort. | 

The sixteen British fighting planes of the 


| Eleventh and Sixtieth squadrons of the Royal 


Flying corps saw the move and dived from a simi- 
lar altitude to intercept them. The firing opens. 

The dizzy whirl of gyrations causes the fighting 
planes to lose height, so that now they engage one 
another hundreds of feet below the plodding boinb- 
ers, which continue on their course. Their only 
port in the fight is defensive. They have objectives. 
They must deliver the goode—their “ eggs.” 


Again the combat goes into the Kurvenkampf—_ 


the circular whirlwind of seemingly endless tail- 
chasing, with death the penalty for the tail that’s 
caught. 

As near as the results of the fight can be judged 
from a comparison of both the British and the Ger- 
man reports, it appears that the English lost four 
planes and the Germans three. But the object of 
the operations had been accomplished. It shows 
briefly in the Royal Flying corps operation re- 
port as follows: “Seventy-two bombs were dropped 
on Vraucourt.” 


°TER a week of almost daily combats, in which 

he failed to bring down a single enemy, the 

flying uhlan redoubled his efforts on Nov. 20 
and “shot a double”—brought down two enemy 
planes in one day. The first was a two seater bomb- 
ing plane and the second was a single seater fighting 
plane. Both were British. This success, which to 
Richthofen was unprecedented, set his mind running 
back to his trophies, in quest of some means 
which the dual victory could be symbolized in a 
manner to distinguish it from single affairs. 

Writing to the jeweler, he ordered two more cups, 
the first one, after the usual fashion, to be in- 
scribed: 

“9. Vickers 2. 20. 11. 16.” 

The second was to be of the same design, but 

just twice as large, and was to bear the inscription: 

The identical dates registered the fact that both 
were brought down in one day, and the double size 
for No. 10 would mark the passing of his first 
decade. 

If any one of Richthofen’s conquests in the air 
deserved distinction above the others it was his 
eleventh, which took place on Nov. 23. On that date 
he killed the first and foremost ace of the Royal 
Flying corps, who carried on his breast the purple 
ribbon and the bronze emblem of the Victoria Cross.

HERE were other litters, all carefully screened 
by silk curtains, for the wives, the dancing 
girls, and dancing boys of the chiefs.

A sentiment which Tamerlanoff, being half Tar- 


tar himself, found, unreasonably given his European 
upbringing, quite reasonable; and so he looked on 
interestedly a moment later as servants cleared a’ 
way through the crowd and helped Mihr-i-Nisa into 
the litter. 

She was indeed quite as charming as her name, 

which means “Sun of Womankind.” For she was 
very small and dainty. Her hair, parted and

reflections. Her skin was like heavy, ivory white 
satin with a dull’ sheen.

Richthofen's story of that long death struggle was 
related in the’ first installment of this series. — 

In the record of the Richthofen cups of death 
Hawker is found today with the simple inscription : 
“11. Vickers 1. 23. 11. 16.” 

By December bad flying weather had reduced the 
activity of the air forces in the Somme sector. 
Richthofen's twelfth victim, an English one. seater 
fighting plane, went down under his guns on the 11th 
of that month. Nine days later he sent two more 
planes to destruction. And on the 27th he brought 
down another two seater. : 

Richthofen’s father was a major of infan- 
try stationed back of the Somme line not far from 
the son's airdrome. Lothar, the younger brother, 
had transferred from the cavalry and was taking his 
final training for the air in a flying echool near by. 

The Christmas feast at the airdrome comprised a 
happy family reunion for the proud Prussian spirit 
of the Richthofens. Father, sons, and brothers, one 
and all, took pride in themselves and one another 
for the services they were performing for their coun- 
try—and they celebrated it on the 1916th birthday 
of Him at whose coming it was said, “On earth 
peace, good will toward men.” : 

Young Lothar’s initial flight alone the day after 
the feast was an event that Richthofen watched with 
confidence but with some degree of anxiety. He 
still remembered the difficulties and dangers he had 
encountered and survived in order to get the coveted 
license to be a fighting pilot. 

The kid came through with flying colors, receiving 
the assurance of his instryctore and his brother that 
he was now well trained for the front. 

They: celebrated the event together on New Year’s 
day, and three days later the kid was watching from 
the ground when his brother brought down his six- 
teenth British plane in a bitter fight almost immedi- 
ately above the airdrome. 


ROM the cups on his desk Richthofen could 

reflect with some degree of. pride upon his 

achievements. He had shot down sixteen planes 
in four months. As eight of the planes had carried 
two occupants and eight of them had carried one 
occupant, he individually had accounted for twenty- 
four of his enemies. 

But the most important computation to Richt- 
hofen at that period of his eareer was the fact that 
his sixteen victories placed him in the lead of all 
the living air fighters in the service of his country. 
He was the ace of German aces. 

Boelke and Immelmann, the old heroes, though 
not forgotten, were dead. The war was on and it

HE Chinese compartment dishes are still to be purchased, and there are 
others which especially lend themselves to a collection of sweets for 
afternoon tea service or desserts. We recommend an apricot jam sweet 
again as something out of the usual. Pick over one pound of fine dried 

apricots, rejecting any dark to black pieces. Rinse the fruit with cold water 

and then allow it to stand in cold water fot five minutes. Rub each piece 
clean from this water and put it into an earthen dish. Add two cups of cold 


t and let it stand overnight. 


In the morning cook the apricots in the water in which they were soaked — 
for half an hour or more, or until the skins are so tender that the whole can 
be sieved without a residue. After sieving (this is real work, but pays) add 
to each cup of the purée thus obtained three-fourths of a cup of sugar and 
edok until a little between the thumb and forefinger will be sticky and stretchy. 

This cooking should be short unless you want a dark jam, and needs con- 
stant stirring. (By the way, though it seems most attractive to cook this 
fruit in a white enamel dish, it is more practical to use aluminum.) | 

When this is cooked pour it out in a layer and eut it up in caramel shapes, - 
or strings, or how you will. But to make a superior confection of pe bap we 


it in an equal quantity of sirup. To make the sirup 


take one-half cup of sugar and one-half cup of water and, after dissolving the 
sugar, stir the whole over the fire for five minutes, or until it is a rather thick 
sirup. Add one-half cup of the jam made, cook till the two are well blended, 
then pour out like a sheet of caraniel. 

Cut in squares or in jelly strings and roll in sugar, or not. Stick together 
two nut meats with it, or use alternate thin sliees of it with marshmallow or 
with thin pieces of preserved pineapple. Or combine it with dates, and even 
peanuts with it are good. 


‘Candied Orange Peel. 


This makes an agreeable thing for a compartment dish of afternoon tea 
“relishes. Cook the peel of a large orange in plain water until it can be easily 
pierced with a toothpick—cook gently. Drain well from the water and then 


out the white part and cut the rest in thin strings.

ussy. For the peel of one large orange, cooked and cut 
in strings, take one-half cup of sugar and one-half cup of water and cook them 


sugar is surely dissolved and then cook—after it 


reaches cooking stage—from three to five minutes; then put in the peel, cover 
the pan, and cook gently for fifteen minutes. Finally, skim out of the sirup, 
drain, and roll in sugar, using two forks. Then dry a little, or more if to taste. 

The liquid with which the sirup is made may be a fruit juice, which gives 
an acidulated candied peel that makes for pleasing variety. Or make such a 
peel thus: Melt one-half cup of currant jelly, add it to one-half cup of water 
and one-half cup of sugar. Stir till the sugar dissolves, boil up and skim, 
cook the prepared strings in this gently under a cover, drain them out,

cooking liquid will jelly and can be poured out in 


a layer, cut, and used.
